responsibility with distinction, 
ability and foresight.’’ 

That finding in an eight- 
mah report=“sipied™ By” two | 
Republican House members— 
brought a sharp dissent, how- 
ever, from Republican Sena. 
tors Ferguson (Mich,) \and 
Brewster (Maine) of the 10- 
member. committee. 

In a separate report, they 
asserted that Roosevelt ‘‘was 
responsible for the failure to 
enforce continuous, efficient 
and appropriate co-operation”’ 
in Washington ‘‘in evaluating 
information and dispatching 
clear and positive orders to 
the Hawaiian commanders.”’ 

Hits T Charges. 

The majority hit vigorously at 
assertions they said had been 
made that Japan was “tricked” 
into its Dec. 7, 1941, attack. 

Contending the President and 
then Secretary of State Cordell 
Hull “made every possible effort” 
to avert war, their report said: 

“The committee has found no 
evidence to support the charges, 
made before and during the 
hearings, that the President, the 
Secretary of State, the Secre- 
tary of War, or the Secretary of 
Navy tricked, provoked, incited, 
cajoled, or coerced Japan inte

Sales of Series E war bonds have 
jumped more than.

20 BELIEVED KILLED IN CRASH 
OF U.S, PLANES OFF PANAMA 


Army Says Flying Fortresses 
Collided While Searching for 
Missing Pursuit Craft. 

PANAMA CITY, Panama, July 
20 (AP)—Twenty crewmen aboard 
two United States Army Flying 
Fortresses were believed to have 
been killed today when the planes 
collided near Coiba island, off the

An Army announcement said a 
lieutenant who was flying in the 
same formation circled the scene 
for three hours without sighting 
any survivors. Later, three un- 
identified bodies were recovered. 


The planes were part of a 
formation based at Rio Hato air 
base which were searching for 
three United States pursuit planes 
reported lost in a storm Thursday 
morning. The Army said the col- 
lision occurred when the bombers 
swept down to investigate what 
appeared to be a life raft floating 


on the water.

Poultry, eggs and tobacco, and 
food and feed products made from 
them would remain free of ceil- 
ings until the Secretary of Agri- 
culture and the new decontrol 
board agree that controls of them 
should be restored. Petroleum 
also remains free of controls un- 
til the decontrol board and the 
OPA administrator agree to re 
store ceilings on it. 

Whether new ceilings would be 
those in existence last June 30, 
when OPA expired, or whether 
they would be fixed at some other 
level would be up to the price ad- 
= peal to determine, Barkley 
said, | 

The conferees agreed also that 
the administrator, in establishing 
maximum prices for wholesalers 
or retailers, should permit the cur- 
rent cost of purchase to them plus 
the percentage mark-up or dis- 
count in effect on March 31, 1946, 
That represented a change in the 
date, from June 29.

OF TESTIMONY RECORDED 


WASHINGTON, 
July 20 (AP). 
HE Pearl Harbor investiga- 
tion in statistics: | 
Committee conducted 
hearings on 70 days from Nov, 
15, 1945, to May $1, 1946, hear-

It gathered 15,000 typed 
pages of testimony, about 4,- 
500,000 words and 183 exhibits. 

It examined the records of 
seven prior investigations ag- 
gregating 10,000,000 words of 
testimony from 318 witnesses 
plus 469 exhibits. 

The cost has not been deter- . 
mined, but the committee has 
received $75,000. Any surplus 
will be returned to cCongres-

The committee majority's | 
final report consisted of 402 
printed pages totaling 250,000 
words. A page minority re- 
port totaled about 45,000 words. 


The two reports completed an 
inquiry which began last Nov. 15 
and was preceded by heated de- 
bate in Congress on the question 
whether the full story of Pearl 
Harbor had been told.

Gen. Short Believes He Was 

“Fully Absolved of Blame.” 
DALLAS, Tex., July 20 (UP)— 
Maj. Gen. Walter C. Short, retired, 
today issued the following state- 
ment in conjunction with the 
Pearl Harbor report: 

“It is the right of every Ameri- 
can to have a fair and impartial 
trial. This was denied me for four 
years. At long last I was given 
an opportunity to present my side 
of the controversy before the 
highest tribunal in America— 
American public opinion. 


“The majority report of the in- 
Mg er committee rejected 
the finding of ‘dereliction of duty’ 
by the Roberts commission but 
did find ‘the Hawaiian comman- 
ders guilty of an error in judg- 
ment.’ This finding was made in 
spite of their statement that the 
War Plans division of the War 
Department failed to discharge 
its direct responsibility to advise 
Short that he had not properly 
alerted his command. Short had 
reported — ‘alerted against sabo- 
tage.’ 

“Representative Keefe in his 
statement of additional views 
said: ‘High civilian and military 
officials in Washington after the 
attack skillfully maneuvered Kim- 
mel and Short into the position of 
exclusive blame.’ 


“The majority members of the 
investigating committee are en- 
titled to their point of view, but 
I am satisfied that the testimony 
presented at the hearings fully 
absolved me from any blame and 
I believe such will be the verdict 
of history.

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Minority Pearl Harbor 
Report Says One Inci- 
dent Could Have Pro- 
voked Japs to War. 


WASHINGTON, July 20 (UP)— 
The late President Roosevelt was 
accused by two Republicans on 
the congressional Pearl Harbor 
committee today of “intermed- 
dling” with his military command- 


ers, 

They cited one incident which 
they sald might have deliberate- 
ly provoked Japan into attacking 
the United States. 

The charge was made by Sena- 
tor. Homer Ferguson (Rep.), 
Michigan, and Owen Brewster 
(Rep.), Maine, in a two-man mi- 
nority report on the committee's 
investigation of the Dec, 7, 1941, 
disaster. 

“On many occasions,” they ob- 
served, “the obligation of an offi- 
cer was weakened by intermed- 
dling of superiors. President 
Roosevelt, himself, often directed 
detailed operations for which field 
commanders were responsible.” 

An example, they said, occurred 
Dec, 2, 1941, when Roosevelt per- 
sonally directed that three small 
sailing craft be stationed at wide- 
ly separated intervals in the direct 
path of the Japanese advance to- 
ward Indo-China. 

“Had the Japanese fired upon 
any. one of these three small ves- 
sels,” they said, “it would have 
constituted an overt act on the 
part of Japan. Interferences such 
as these by superior officers, how- 
ever, permitted by the line of 
authority, breed indifference to 
responsibility on the part of the 
officer who is superseded.” 

Navy witnesses testified that the 
ships were never sent out because 
the Japs struck Pear) Harbor be- 
fore they could be equipped. 


HOUSE VOTES BILL TO REVAMP 
AMERICAN FOREIGN SERVICE 


WASHINGTON, July 20 (AP)— 
The House passed by a voice vote 
today and sent to the Senate legis- 
lation providing for a broad over- 
haul of the State Department’s 
foreign service. 

Sponsors of the measure said it 
is needed to put America’s foreign 
service on a par with those of 
other principal powers. 

One of the chief provisions is 
to boost salaries of nearly all 
career workers, including an in-| 
crease from $17,500 to $25,000 
yearly for ambassadors. The pro- 
ponents said this action would 
open foreign service work to per- 
sons who are not financially able 
to accept such posts now. 

The House also passed by voice 
vote another measure establishing 
an office of Under Secretary of 
State for Economic Affairs.

Story of War as Told to 
U. S. Interrogators 
Shows Foe Expected 
Fleet-to-Fleet Fight. 


WASHINGTON, July 20 (AP)— 
The story of the Pacific war from 
the Japanese side—the fantastic 
blunders, the secret negotiations 
and the fatal weaknesses—was 
told in statements made public to- 
day by the Navy. 

Highlights of interrogations of 
Japan's top planners and fighters, 
conducted last fall in Tokyo by 
the United States Strategic Bomb- 
ing Survey included: 

1, The Japanese tried to nego- 
tiate for peace through the Rus- 
sians before Potsdam.

Justices of the Peace in office 
when the new Constitution was 
adopted or previously in office for 
four years are exempt from the 
requirement that Magistrates be 
licensed lawyers. 

The St. Louis County Bar Asso- 
ciation made public yesterday a 
resolution it has adopted, recom- 
mending that, irrespective of po- 
litical parties, only lawyers should 
be nominated for Magistrates, 


Both Magistrates and Con- 
stables will be elected by districts, 
laid out by the respective Election 
Boards, but the Magistrate Courts 
will have jurisdiction throughout 
the city and county, respectively. 
The only exception to this is that, 
jJunder other statutes, cases of 
landlord-and-tenant troubles, un- 
lawful detainer and forcible entry 
and detainer must be assigned to 
the Magistrate of the district in 
which the realty involved is lo- 
cated. 

Constitutional Provisions. 
The constitutional provisions 
for the Magistrate system are 
brief. They give each county 
Magistrates in proportion to popu- 
lation, with the Probate Judges 
serving as Magistrates in the 
‘smaller counties, 
Statutes provide that, in St. 
Louis, each of the nine Constables 
may have two deputies, appointed 
with the court’s approval, Any 
deputy constable or deputy clerk 
may be removed by the court for 
“ill-fame, lack of qualifications, 
or any cause provided by law,” 
after a hearing. These limitations 
constitute considerable reform 
over the existing system. 
The city is to provide the court 
rooms, furnishings and supplies. 
It is planned to use the fourth 
and ninth floors of Civil Courts 
Building. 
Pay of Magistrates will 


in the judiciary system. 
“t. the city, the Magistrates 
all will sit in Civil Courts 
Building, instead of being scat- 
tered about dingy stores and 
second-floor offices as are the 
Justice courts, In the county 
they are expected to be in the 
prospective new courthouse at 
Clayton. 

Eventually, all Magistrates 
will be lawyers, and some of 
those at the start will be. This 
is counted as an important re- 
form particularly because of the 
stringent control of the bar set 
up in Missouri within recent 
years. 

In St. Louis, the nine Magis- 
trates will be organized into a 
single court, just as are the Cir- 
cuit Judges, and cases will be 
assigned to individual Magis- 
trates by court rule, At present 
litigants can pick the Justice 
who may suit them best for 
political or other reasons, A 
single court is possible, but not 
certain, for the county. 

Salaries More Attractive. 

Salaries for both Magistrates 
and Constables will be much 
more attractive than under the 
old system and the practice of 
allowing Constables in the city 
commission on collection of 
judgments will be abolished. 
Out-state, the objectionable fee 
system, which sometimes led to 
unwarranted arrests, will be 
wiped out. 

The new State Director of 
Revenue will receive all fees of 
Magistrates and their clerks, 
and in St. Louis the city will 
receive all Constable fees. The 
state will pay the court salaries 
and the city the Constables’, 

Jurisdiction in civil cases will 
be increased from $750 to $1500 
in St. Louis and from $500 to 
$1000 in St. Louis County (ex- 
clusive of interest and costs). 

Magistrate Court juries, in the 
city, will be drawn from the 
Circuit Court central jury serv- 
ice.

CAPTURED KILLER

Three Prisoners Caught 
After They Break Out 
of County Jail at 
Louisiana, Mo.

Howard Ieppert, who was ar- 
rested early yesterday in Louisi- 
ana, Mo.,, following his escape Fri- 
day night with two other prison- 
ers from the Jersey county (TIIl.) 
jail, will be sentenced tomorrow 
at Jerseyville on his plea of guilty 
to murdering his brother, Fred- 


erick, St.. Louis postal employe, 
last May 5. He was returned to 
Jerseyville today for sentence on 
his guilty plea, entered June 153. 

Ieppert, 45 years old, and two 
cell companions, Charles Jenkins, 
22, of Louisiana, and Paul Main, 
17, Cottage Hills, Ill, AWOL Scott 
Field soldiers, pried a bar from a 
jail window with a timber from 
a heavy table while the jailer, 
George Hancock, was upstairs list- 
ening to the radio. Main climbed 
out, then entered the jail office 
and released the others after ob- 
taining the key to the steel cell 
door. From a safe the prisoners 
took two war souvenir pistols, one 
containing seven cartridges, and 
fled. The break was discovered 
several hours later when Sheriff 
Asa L. Maguire and his wife re- 
turned to their quarters above the 
‘jail. 

The escaped prisoners went to 
Granite City in a taxicab and 
stopped the automobile of Gordon 
Barrow, East St. Louis steel work- 
er. Main threatened Barrow with 
a pistol and took the steering 
wheel, driving to Louisiana, The 
machine stalled and Barrow was 
released unharmed. Ieppert was 
picked up on the street by Lou- 
isiana police, submitting meekly. 

Jenkins went to his home and 
when police got there they found 
that his mother, Mrs, Catherine 
Sowa, had started for Jerseyville 
with him in her automobile, Mrs. 
Sowa turned her son over to au- 
thorities at Jerseyville shortly be- 
fore 10 a.m, yesterday. Jenkins, 
charged with robbing a filling sta- 
tion July 11, said the escape was 
planned by Ieppert and that Main, 
a husky, hardboiled youth, took 
charge of the flight. Main, carry- 
ing the loaded pistol, was arrested 
yesterday afternoon by highway 
police near Columbia, Mo. 

Frederick Ieppert, father of nine 
children, was killed with a shot- 
gun at his Jersey county farm by 
his brother, Howard, who was 
released last year from the Men- 
ard (Ill.) prison after serving a 
term for killing a man in a tavern 
quarrel, Mrs, Lorene Ieppert, wife 
of Frederick, was charged with 
murder with Howard, but was per- 
mitted to plead guilty of man- 
slaughter July 8.

WEISBADEN, Germany, July 
20 (UP)—Army art @pecialists es- 
timated tonight that 70 paintings 
looted from two cities in the 


Amerjcan zone were worth at 
least $250,000 and they believed 
that several former United States 
Army officers were involved.

Ernst Heinz, a Marburg police 
investigator, rounded up the 
Krawelitsky collection from vari- 
ous hiding places in April 1945, 
but a month later he was assas- 
sinated and the paintings disap- 
peared again,

Real Estate Boom Forces Recorder 


And Title Offices to Night Work 


Companies Stay Open Until 9:30 in Effort to 
Keep Pace With Record Volume of Busi- 
ness—Surveyors Also Caughtin Rush. @ 


Reversing the trend in indus- 
try, the end of the war has placed 
the accent on night shifts for 
those connected with the real es- 
tate business. : 

Until late at night the lights are 
on in the Recorder of Deeds of- 
fices in the city and county while 
a swarm of title company em- 
ployes work feverishly to keep 
pace with a record volume of 
work. 

Normally the recorders’ offices 
are closed by 5 or 6 o’clock in the 
evening but, at the request of the 
title companies, the city office 
now remains open until 9:30 p.m. 
and the one in the county until 
midnight. The companies chip in 
to pay the salaries of recorders’ 
employes who remain overtime to 
supervise the office during the 
late work. 

Record Year, Recorders Say. 

Recorder Ruby M. Koelling of 
St. Louis and Recorder Gerald J. 
Donworth of St. Louis county pre- 
dict, without hesitation, that 1946 
will be a record year in receipts. 
In explanation, Mrs. Koelling 
points out that her receipts for 
the first six months of this year 
were $105,096 while the previous 
record for a 12-month total was 
the $154,240 taken in in 1926. 

Veteran title men say they have 
never seen anything quite like it. 
The rush has forced them also to 
set up night shifts in their offices. 

The Land Title Insurance Co., 
which has the largest share of 
title business in the county, esti- 
mates its business in 1944 was 9 
per cent better than 1943; in 1945, 
21 per cent better than 1944, and, 
for the first six months of this 
year, 94 per cent higher than for 
all of 1945. 

The men engaged in the busi- 
ness in running down titles for 
property purchases have observed 
a few individualistic aspects of 
this boom, in addition to its in- 
tensity. 

Impediments to the construction 


of new homes, they point out, has 
brought into the market old resi- 


dences and flats, with the result 
that many titles have to be run 
back 50 to 60 years. This, of 
course, adds to the work of the 
title men. 

In the real estate boom of the 
early 20’s, it Was explained, much 
of the property consisted of new 
homes and the title tracing was 
considerably less difficult. 

Oscar Obrock, chief clerk with 
the Title Insurance Corporation, 
who has been in title work for the 
last 40 years, finds that often the 
buyer and seller, both anxious to 
complete the transaction, now 
hustle over to the recorder’s of- 
fice with their agent on the 
theory they will expedite matters. 

Until ‘the recent boom, Obrock 
says, it was unusual to find any- 
one but the real estate agent 
handling the details in the re 
corder’s office. 

Increase in Deeds Filed. 

As examples of how work in 
the recorders’ offices has _ in- 
creased, receipts in St. Louis 
county increased from $66,411 in 
1935, when 21,175 deeds of all 
kinds were filed, to $103,016 in 
1945, when 33,901 deeds were re- 
corded. In St. Louis, in 1938, 
there were 30,883 recorded instru- 
ments, with receipts totaling $104,- 
981. In 1945 recorded instruments 
total 42,168 and receipts $118,620. 

Surveyors, too, have been caught 
in the whirl of real estate activ- 
ity. A property owner commented: 
“If you want a surveyor, you have 
to get on his list just as you 
would for an automobile, stove or 
refrigerator.” 

One veteran in the real estate 
field sees nothing to become upset 
about in the present situation. 
McCune Gill of the Title Insur- 
ance Corp. says that “it’s simply 
the same old periodic boom made 
more acute because of war activi- 
ties. 

“These booms run in cycles of 
about 17 years,” he asserted. “They 
are the result of fluctuations in 
buying psychology and we would 
have had a boom—war or no war.”

Why, with some of the finest in- 
telligence available in our history, 
with the almost certain knowledge 
that war was at hand, with plans 
that contemplated the precise ype 
of attack that was executed by 
Japan on the morning of Dec. 7— 
why was it possible for a Pearl 
Harbor to occur? 

The answer to this question and 
the causative considerations re- 
garded as having any reasonably 
proximate bearing on the disaster 
have been set forth in the body of 
this report. Fundamentally, these 
considerations reflect supervisory, 
administrative and organizational 
deficiencies which existed in our 
military and naval establishments 
in the days before Pearl Harbor. 
In the course of the committee’s in- 
vestigation still other deficiencies, 
not regerded as having a direct 


stated, all of these deficiencies re- 
duce themselves to principles 
which are set forth, not for their 
novelty or profundity but for the 
reason that, by their very self- 
evident simplicity, it is difficult 
to believe they were ignored. 


It is recognized that many of 
the deficiencies revealed by our 
investigation may very probably 
have already been corrected as a 
result of the experiences of the 
war. We desire, however, to sub- 
mit these principles, which are 
grounded in the evidence adduced 
by the committee, for the consid- 
eration of our Army and Navy 
establishments in the earnest hope 
that something constructive may 
be accomplished that will aid our 
national defense and preclude a 
repetition of the disaster of Dec. 
7, 1941. We do this after careful 
and long consideration of the evi- 
dence developed through one of 
the most important investigations 
in the history of the Congress. 


1. Operational and _intelli- 
gence work requires centrali- 
zation of authority and clear- 
cut allocation of responsibil- 
ity. 

Reviewing the testimony of the 
director of war plans and the di- 
rector of naval intelligence, the 
conclusion is inescapable that the 
proper’ demarcation of responsi- 
bility between these two divisions 
of the Navy Department did not 


exist. War Plans appears to have 
insisted that since it had the duty 
of issuing operational orders it 
must arrogate the prerogative of 
evaluating intelligence; naval] in- 
telligence, on the other hand, 
seems to have regarded the matter 
of evaluation as properly its func- 
tion. It is clear that this intrade- 
partmental misunderstanding and 
near conflict was not resolved be- 
fore Dec. 7, and beyond question 
it prejudiced the effectiveness of 
naval intelligence. 


In Hawaii, there was such a 
marked failure to allocate respon- 
sibility in the case of the Four- 
teenth Naval District that Adm. 
Bloch testified he did not know 
whom the commander in chief 
would hold responsible in the 
event of shortcomings with re- 
spect to the condition and readi- 
ness of aircraft. The position of 
Adm. Bellinger was a wholly 
anomalous one. He appears to 
have been responsible to everyone 
and to no one. The pyramiding of 
superstructures of organization 
cannot be conducive to efficiency 
and endangers the very function 
~ our military and naval sérv- 
ces, 


2. Supervisory officials can« 
not safely take anything for 
granted in the alerting of sub- 
ordinates. 


The testimony of many crucial 
witnesses in the Pearl > in- 
vestigation contains an identical 
note: “I thought he was alerted,” 
‘I took for granted he would 
understand”; “I thought he would 
be doing that.” It is the same 
story—each responsible official 
seeking to justify his position by 
reliance upon the fallacious prem- 
ise that he. was entitled to rely 
upon the assumption that a cer- 
tain task was being performed or 
to take for granted that subordi- 
nates would be properly vigilant. 
This tragic theme was particularly 
marked in Hrevaii. 


The foregoing was well illus- 
trated in Adm. Kimmel’s failure 
to appreciate. the significance of 
dispatches between Dec. 3 and 6, 
advising him that Japanese em- 
es and consulates, including 
the embassy in Washington, were 
destroying their codes. Navy De- 
partment officials have almost 
unanimously testified that instruc- 
tions to burn codes mean “war in 
any man’s language” and that in 
supplying Adm. Kimmel this infor- 
mation they were entitled to be- 
lieve he would attach the proper 
significance to this intelligence. 
Yet the commander in chief of 
the Pacific fleet testified that he 
did not interpret these dispatches 
to mean that Japan contemplated 
immediate war on the United 
States. That the Navy Depart- 
ment was entitled to rely upon 
the feeling that Adm, Kimmel, as 
a responsible intelligent com- 
mander, should have known what 
the burning of codes meant ap- 
pears reasonable; but this is be- 
side the point in determining 
standards for the future.

were not properly interpreted. 


Had the Navy Department not 
taken for granted that Kimmel 
would be alerted by them but in- 
stead have given him the benefit 
of its interpretation, there could 
now be no argument as to what 
the state of alertness should have 
been based on such dispatches. 
With Pearl Harbor as a sad ex- 
perience, crucial intelligence 
should in the future be supplied 
commanders accompanied by the 
best estimate of its significance. 


3. Any doubt as to whether 
outposts should be given in- 
formation should always be re- 
solved in favor of supplying 
the information. 


Adm, Stark hesitated about 
sending the “one o’clock” intelli- 
gence to the Pacific outposts for 
the reason that he regarded them 
as adequately alerted and he did 
not want to confuse them. As has 
been seen, he was properly en- 
titled to believe the naval estab- 
lishments were adequately alert, 
but the fact is that one—Hawaii~— 
was not in a state of readiness. 
This one exception is proof of the 
principle that any question as to 
whether information should be 
supplied the field should always 
be resolved in favor of transmit- 
ting it. 


4. The delegation of author 
ity or the tssuance of orders 
entails the nag | of inspection 
to determine that the official 
mandate is properly exercised. 


Perhaps the most signal short- 
coming of Administration, both 
at Washington and in Hawaii, 
was the failure to follow up 
orders and instructions to insure 
that they were carried out, The 
record of all Pearl Harbor pro- 
ceedings is replete with evi- 
dence of this fundamental de- 
ficiency in administration. 


A few illustrations should 
clearly demonstrate this fact. 

In the dispatch of Nov. 27, 1941, 
which was to be considered a “war 
warning,” Adm. Kimmel was in- 
structed to “execute an appro- 
priate defensive deployment pre- 
paratory to carrying out the tasks 
assigned in WPL-46.” Very little 
was done pursuant to this order 
with a view to a defensive deploy- 
ment; the Navy Department did 
nothing to determine what had 


been done in execution of the 
order. Yet virtually every respon- 
sible Navy Department official has 
testified as to what he “assumed” 
Kimmel would do upon receipt of 
this dispatch. While it appears 
to have been the policy to leave 
the implementation of orders to 
the local commander, as a matter 
of future practice it would seem a 
safer policy to. recognize as im- 
plicit in the delegation of authority 
or the issuance of orders the re- 
sponsibility of inspecting and 
supervising to determine that the 
delegated authority is properly ad- 
—e and the orders carried 
out. 


The story of Adm. Kimmel’s 
adminstration of the Pacific fleet 
and supervision of the Fourteenth 
Naval District as well as Gen. 
Short’s administration of the 
Hawaiian Department in the criti- 
cal days before Dec, 7 is the 
epitome of worthy plans and pur- 
poses which were never imple- 
mented. The job of an adminis- 
trator is only half completed upon 
the issuance of an order; it is dis- 
charged when he determines the 
order hag been executed. 


5. The implementation of 
official orders must be fol- 
lowed with closest supervision. 


In the Nov. 27 warning sent 
Gen. Short he was ordered “to 
undertake such reconnaissance 
and other measures as you deem 
necessary,” and to “report meas- 
ures taken.” The commanding 
general reported: “Re your 472. 
Department alerted to prevent 
sabotage. Liaison with Navy.” 
This message from Gen. Short was 
not. clearly responsive to the order. 
Yet during the nine days before 
Pearl Harbor not one responsible 
officer in the War Plans Division 
of the War Department pointed 
out to the commanding general 
his failure to alert the Hawaiian 
Department consistent with in- 
structions. As a matter of fact, 
it does not affirmatively appear 
that anyone upon receipt of Gen. 
Short’s reply “burdened” himself 
sufficiently to call for message No. 
472 in order to determine to what 


the report was responsive. 


6. The maintenance of alert- 
ness to responsibility must be 
insured through repetition. 


It has been suggested, in ex- 


plaining why additional warnings. 
were not sent to Adm. Kimmel) 


and Gen. Short, that it was desired 
to avoid crying “wolf” too often 
lest the Department commanders 
become impervious to the signifi- 
cance of messages designed to 
alert them, The McCollum mes- 
sage, for example, was not dis- 
patched for the reason that over- 
seas garrisons were regarded as 
fully alerted. Adm. Noyes is al- 
leged to have referred to the pro- 


| posed dispatch as an insult to the 


intelligence of the commander in 
chief inasmuch as he felt Adm. 
Kimmel had received adequate 
information. Although the exact 
provisions of the McCollum dis- 
patch are unknown, it would 
seem to have been safer practice to 
have sent this additional warn- 
ing to intensify and insure alert- 
ness over a period of time through 
repetition, particularly under the 
critical circumstances prevailing 
between Nov. 27 and Dec. 7, 1941. 


No consideration appears to 


have been given to the thought) 


that since nothing occurred for 
nine days after the warnings of 
Nov. 27 there would be a lessen- 
ing of vigilance by reason of the 
simple fact that nothing did oc- 
cur for several days following 
such warnings. Of course, this ob- 
servation has little or no applica- 
tion to the Hawaiian situation; 
for had Japan struck on Nov. 28, 
the next day after the warnings, 


the same lack of readiness would | 


substantially have prevailed as 
existed on the morning of Dec. 7. 
There could have been no lessen- 
ing of alertness there for the rea- 


son that the Hawaiian commands) 


were at no time properly alert. 


7. Complacency and  pro- 
erastination are out of place 
where sudden and decisive ac- 
tion are of the essence. 


Beyond serious question Army 
and Navy officials both in Hawaii 
and in Washington were beset by 
& lassitude born of 20 years of 
peace. Adm, Kimmel admitted he 
was affected by the “peace psy- 
chology” just like “everybody 
else.” As expressed by Adm. Mce- 
Morris, “We were a bit too com- 
placent there.” The manner in 
which capable officers were af- 
fected is to a degree understand- 
able, but the Army and the Navy 
are the watchdogs of the nation’s 
security and they must be on the 
alert at all times, no matter how 
Many the years of peace. 


As indicated in the body of 
the report, there was a failure 
in the War and Navy Depart- 
ments during the night of Dec. 
6-7 to be properly on the qui 
vive consistent with the knowl 
edge that the Japanese reply to 
our Government's note of Nov. 
26 was being received, The fail- 
ure of subordinate officials to 
contact the chief of staff and 
chief of naval operations on the 
evening of Dec. 6 concerning the 
first 13 parts of the 14-part 
memorandum is indicative of 
the “business as usual” attitude. 
Some prominent military and 
naval officials were entertaining 
and, along with other officers, 
apparently failed to read into 
the 18 parts the importance of 
and necessity for greater alert- 
ness. 


Of a similar tenor !s the remark 
of Adm. Kimmel with respect to 
the “lost’’ Japanese carriers—“Do 
you mean to gay that they could 
be rounding Diamond Head... ?” 


Or the observation attributed to! 
Gen. Short with respect to the 


transcript of the “Mori” conver- 
sation — that it looked quite in 
order and was nothing to be ex- 
cited about. 


The people are entitled to ex- 
pect great vigilance and alertness 
from their Army and Navy — 
whether in war or in peace. 


8. The co-ordination and 
proper evaluation of _intelli- 
— in times of stress must 
e insured by continuity of 
service and centralization of 
responsibility in competent of- 
ficials. 


On occasion witnesses have 
echoed the sentiment that the 
Pearl Harbor debacle was made 
possible, not by the egregious er- 
rors or poor judgment of any in- 
dividual or individuals but rather 
by reason of the imperfection and 
deficiencies of the system where- 


*"\ departments, (1) for selection of 


men for intelligence work who 
possess the background, capacity 
and penchant for such work; (2) 
for maintaining them in the work 
over an extended period of time 
in order that they may become 
steeped in the ramifications and 
| refinements of their field and em- 
‘ploy this reservoir of knowledge 
‘in evaluating data received; and 
(8) for the centralization of re- 
isponsibility for handling intelli- 
gence to avoid all of the pitfalls 
‘of divided responsibility which 
experience has made so abundant- 
ly apparent. 


9, The unapproachable or 
superior attitude of officials 
is fatal; there should never be 
any hesitancy in asking for 
clarification of instructions or 
in seeking advice on matters 
that are in doubt. 


Despite the fact that the record 
of testimony in the Pearl Harbor 
proceedings is filled with various 
interpretations as to what war and 
Navy Department dispatches 
meant, in not one instance does it 
appear that a subordinate re- 
quested a clarification. Gen. Short 
was ordered to undertake recon- 
naissance, yet he apparently 
ignored the order, assuming that 
the man who prepared it did not 
know of his special agreement 
with the Navy in Hawaii whereby 
the latter was to conduct distant 
reconnaissance. He chose to im- 
plement an order which mani- 
festly he did not understand, with- 
out the presumption that the man 
who prepared it did not know 
what he was doing, rather than 
request clarifying instructions. On 
| Nov. 27 Adm. Kimmel received a 
| Message beginning with the words: 
“This dispatch is to be considered 
a war warning.” Every naval 
officer who has testified on the 
subject has stated that never be- 
fore in his naval experience had 
he ever seen a dispatch containing 
the words “war warning”; Adm. 
Kimmel testified that never before 
in his some 40 years as a naval of- 
ficer had he seen those words em- 
ployed in an official dispatch. In 
ithe same ™essage there was anoth- 
ler term, “defensive deployment,” 
which the commander in chief 
manifestly did not clearly under- 
stand. In spite of his apparent 
uncertainty as to the meaning of 
the message, Adm. Kimmel, it 
can be presumed, chose to en- 
deavor to implement it without 
seeking advice from the Navy 
Department. 

While there is an understand- 
able disposition of a subordinate 
to avoid consulting his superior 
for advice except where abso- 
lutely necessary in order that 
he may demonstrate his self- 
reliance, the persistent failure 
without exception of Army and 
Navy officers, as revealed bv the 
investigation, to seek amplify- 
ing and clarifying instructions 
from their superiors is strongly 
suggestive of just one thing: 
That the military and naval 
services failed to instill in their 
personnel the wholesome disno- 
sition to consult freely with 
their superiors for the mutual 
good and success of both super- 
ior and subordinate. One wit- 
ness, upon being asked why an 
explanation was not requested 
replied, in effect: “Well, I have 
found the asking is usually the 
other way;” that is, the superior 
askine the subordinate. Such a 
situation is not desirable, and 
the services should not be preju- 
diced by walls of “brass.”. 


10. There is no substitute 
for imagination and resource- 
fulness on the part of super- 
visory and intelligence of fi- 
cials, 

As reflected by an examination 
of the situation in Hawaii, there 
was a failure to employ the neces- 
sary imagination with respect to 
the intelligence which was at 
hand. 

Washington, like Hawali, pos- 
sessed unrsually sirnificant and 
vital -intelligence. Had greater 
imagination and a keener aware- 
ness of the significance of in- 
telligence existed, concentrating 
and applying it to particular sit- 
uations, it is proper to suggest 
that someone should have con- 
cluded that Pearl Harbor was 
a likely point of Japanese at- 
tack. 

The committee feels that the 
failure to demonstrate the high- 
est imagination with respect to 
the intelligence which was avail- 
able in Hawaii and in Washing- 
ton is traceable, at least in part, 
to the failure to accord to intel- 
ligence work the important and 
significant role which it deserves. 


lI. Communications must 
be characterized by _ clarity, 
forthrightness and appropriate- 
ness. 

The evidence before the com- 


mittee reflects an unusual num- 
ber of instances Where military 
officers in high positions of re- 
sponsibility interpreted orders, in- 
telligence and other information 
and arrived at opposite conclu- 
sions at a time when it was im- 
perative for them to estimate the 
situation and to arrive at identical 
conclusions, 

Adm. Kimmel was ordered to 
execute an appropriate defensive 
deployment. Everyone in Washing- 
ton in testifying before the com- 
mittee seems reasonably certain 
as to just what this meant; Adm. 
Kimmel did not feel shat it re- 
quired his doing anything greatly 
beyond what he had already done, 
even though he knew that Wash- 
ington knew what he had pre- 
viously done. In using the words 
“this dispatch is to be considered 
a war warning” everyone in Wash- 
ington felt the commander in chief 
would be sharply, incisively and 
emphatically warned of war; Adm. 
Kimmel said he had construed 
all messages he had received pre- 
viously as war warnings. Every- 
one in Washington felt that upon 
advising Hawaii the Japanese 
were destroying their codes it 
would be tinderstood as meaning 
“war in any man’s language;” 
Adm. Kimmel said that he did 
not consider this intelligence of 


céived it. : 

The War Department warned 
Gen. Short that hostilities were 
possible at any moment, meaning 
armed hostilities; Gen, Short felt 
that sabotage was one form of 
hostilities and instituted an alert 
against sabotage only. Washing- 
ton ordered the commanding gen- 
eral to undertake reconnaisance; 
the latter took for granted that 
the War Department had made a 
mistake and proceeded in effect 
to ignore the order on the basis 
of this assumption. Gen. Short 
was instructed to report the meas- 
ures taken by him pursuant to 
departmental orders, He replied 
that his department was alerted 
against sabotage and that he had 
effected liaison with the Navy; 
the director of war plans saw 
the reply and took for granted 
the commanding genera] was re- 
plying to a different warning con- 
cerning subversive activities, at 
the same time suggesting that 
some of his subordinates may have 
interpreted the reply to mean that, 
in effecting liaison with the Navy, 
Gen, Short had necessarily car- 
ried out the order to conduct re- 
connaissance, 

Gen. Short said he thought the 
order given Adm. Kimmel to exe- 
cute a defensive depldyment nec- 
essarily required distant recon- 
naissance; ‘the commander in 
chief did not so interpret the or- 
der, Adm, Kimmel saw the warn- 
ing Gen, Short received and took 
for granted the Army would be 
on a full alert designed to protect 
the fleet base. 

As has been seen, an objective 
consideration of the warnings re- 
ceived by the Hawaiian command- 
ers indicates they were adequate. 
But on the basis of the disaster, 
in the future adequacy cannot be 
regarded as sufficient. Dispatches 
must be unmistakably clear, forth- 
right and devoid of any conceiv- 
able ambiguity. 


The committee feels that the 
practice, indulged by the Navy, 
of sending to several command- 
ers an identical dispatch for ac- 
tion, even though the addressees 
may be located in decidely dif- 
ferent situations, is distinctly 
dangerous, In the preparation of 
messages to outposts the dis- 
patch to a particular officer 
should be applicable to his pe- 
cullar situation. What may well 

characterized as the “lazy” 
practice of preparing a single 
dispatch should be replaced by 
& more industrious and effec- 
tive system whereby a separate 
individualized” dispatch is sent 
to each commander whose par- 
ticular situation varies greatly 
from that of another command- 
er or there may be reason for 
him because of distance or other 
factors to believe so, 


It is believed that brevity of 
messages was carried to the point 
of rg | a fetish rather than a 
virtue, Dispatches must be char- 
acterized by sufficient amplitude

12. There is great danger in 
careless paraphrase of infor- 
mation received and every ef- 
fort should be made to insure 


that the porepnnesed " material 
reflects the true meaning and 
significance of the original. 


To preserve the security of their 
own codes the War and Navy De- 
partments followed the natural 
and proper practice of paraphras- 


review of several messages as 
paraphrased thé committee is of 
the opinion that the utmost cau- 
tion and care should be employed 
in preserving the original meaning 
of material. One classic example 
will serve to illustrate this point. 

In replying to the War. Depart- 
ment’s directive of Nov. 27, 1941, 
Gen. Short said: 

“Re your 472, Department alerted 
to prevent sabotage. Liaison with 
Navy.” , 

As paraphrased upon receipt at 
the War Department, this message 
read: 

“Department alerted to prevent 
sabotage. Liaison with Navy re 
your 472.” 

It is recalled that the Army and 
Navy had entered into a special

Among the best illustrations of 
this fact was the failure of Adin.

Newton was de- 
parting from Pearl Harbor with 
some of the most vital units of the 
Pacifie fleet, yet because the table 
of organisation indicated Adin. 
Brown to be Newton’s stiperior,

relied upon the usual rocedure 
whereby Brown weule- keep 
Newton advised of developments.

The “magic” intelligence 
pre-eminently important and ‘the 
necessity for keeping it confiden- 
tial cannot be overemphasized. 
However, so closely held and top 
secret was this intelligence that it 
appears the fact that Japanese 
codes had been broken was fe- 
garded as of more importance than 
the information obtained from de- 
coded traffic. The result of thi« 
rather specious premise was to 
leave large numbers of licy- 
making and enforcement officials 
in Washington completely obliv- 
lous of the most pertinent infor- 
mation concerning Japan, 


The Federal Bureau of Investt- 
gation, for example, was charged 
with combating espionage, sabo- 
tage and un-American activities 
within the United States. On Feb. 
15, 1941, Tokyo dispatched to 
Washington a detailed outline as 
to the type of espionage informa- 
tion desired from this country. 
The FBI was never informed of 
this vital information necessary to 
the success of its work, despite 
the fact that the closest liaison 
was supposed to exist among the 
FBI, naval intelligence, and mili- 
tary intelligence, 


Gen, Hayes A. Kroner, who was 
in charge of the intelligence 
branch of G-2, has testified that 
he at. no time was permitted to 
avail himself of the “magic.” And 
this despite the fact that to 

tively perform his work he should 
have known of. this intelligence 
and one of his subordinates, Col. 
Rratton. was “loaned” to Gen 
Miles to distribute “magie” 
materials to authorized recipients, 


While, as previously indicated, 
it is appreciated that promiscuous 
distribution of highly confidential 
material is dangerous, it neverthe- 
less should be made available to 
all those whose responsibility can- 
not adequately and intelligently be 
discharged without knowledge of 
such confidential data. Tt would 
seem that through suffictent para- 
Phrase of the original material the 
source of the information could 

ave heen adequately protected. 
Certainly as great confidence 
could he placed in ranking offi- 
Cials of various departments and 
bureaus of the Government as in 
the numerous technicians, cryptog- 
raphers, translators, and clerks 
required for the interception and 
processing of the “magic.”

Having examined the whole rec- 
ord made before the joint commit- 
tee and having analyzed the same 
in the foregoing conclusions of 
fact and responsibility, we find 
the evidence supports the follow- 
ing final and ultimate conclusion: 


The failure of Pearl Harbor to 
be fully alerted and prepared for 
defense rested upon the proper

were inseparably essential to each 
other in the defense of Hawaii.

Both in Washington and in

It would seem that War and 
Navy Department officials both 
in Washington and Hawali were 
so Obsessed by an executive com- 
plex that they could fot be- 
smirch their dignities by “stoop- 
ing” to determine what was g0- 
ing on, or more especially what 
was not going on, in their or- 
ganizations. 

Examples should illustrate this 
observation. 

Admirals Stark and Turner both 
have testified they “thought” the 
commander in chief of the Pacific 
fleet was receiving the “magic” in- 
telligence. Yet in a period of over 
six months, with relations between 
the’ United States and Japan 
mounting in tenseness and ap- 
proaching a crisis, neither of these 
ranking officers’ determined for a 
fact whether the fleet was receiv- 
ing this information. 

In the case of Hawaii, the evi- 
dence indicates failures on the 
part of the commanding general 
and the commander in chief to 
actually determine what was going 
on in their organizations. Addi- 
tionally, in a command by mutual 
co-operation it was as important 
that Adm, Kimmel know what 
Gen. Short was doing, and vice 
versa, as that he know what the 
fleet itself was doing. But, as has 
peen heretofore pointed out, nei- 
ther of these officers really veri- 
fied whether his assumptions con- 
cerning what the other was doing 
were correct. 


18. Failure can be avoided in 
the long run only by preparing 
for any eventuality. 

The record tends to indicate 
that appraisal of likely enemy 
movements was divided into prob- 
abilities and possibilities, Every- 
one has admitted that an attack 
by Japan on Pearl Harbor was re- 
garded as at least a possibility. It 
was felt, however, that a Japanese 
movement toward the south was 
a probability. The over-all result 
was to look for the probable move 
and to take little or no effective 
precautions to guard against the 
contingency of the possible action. 

While it appears satisfactorily 
established that it is the basic re- 
sponsibility of an outpost com- 
mander to prepare for the worst 
contingency, it is believed that 
this premise has been applied 
more in theory than in practice. 
The military and naval branches 
of the Government must be con- 
tinually impressed by, and imbue 
their personnel with, the realiza- 
tion that failure can be avoided 
over an extended period of time 
only by preparation for any even- 
tuality, at least when hostilities 
are expected. 

19, Officials, on a personal 
basis, should never counter- 
mand an official instruction. 
On Oct. 16, 1941, the chief of 

naval operations sent to the com- 
mander in chief of the Pacific 
fleet a dispatch concerning the 
resignation of the Japanese cabi- 
net,, pointing out, among other 
things, that “since the United 
States and Britain are held re- 
sponsible by Japan for her pres- 
ent desperate situation there is 
also a possibility that Japan may 
attack these two powers.” But on 
Oct, 17, referring to this dispatch, 
Adm, Stark, in a letter to Adm. 
Kimmel, said: “Things have been 
popping here for the last 24 hours 
but from our dispatches you know 
about all that we do. Personally 
I do not believe the Japs are go- 
ing to sail into us and the mes- 
sage I sent you merely stated the 
‘possibility’; in fact, I tempered 
the message handed to me con- 
siderably.” aa 

It appears to have been a 

generally accepted practice in 
the Navy for the chief of naval 
operations to supplement offi- 
cial dispatches by correspond- 
ence of a quasi-personal na- 
ture.

Inquiry Urged in 


Army Defense 


Construction Delays in Hawaii 


WASHINGTON, July 20 (AP)— 
The Congressional Pearl Harbor 
committee, reporting on its inves- 
tigation of Japan’s attack, pro- 
posed today a supplementary in- 
quiry into delays in construction 
of Hawaiian defense installations. 

The majority report recom- 
mended that an “appropriate” 
Senate or House committee look 
into “the activities of Col. Theo- 
dore Wyman Jr. while district 
engineer in the Hawaiian Depart- 
ment.” 

In that post, Wyman was in 
charge of Army construction 
throughout the islands. His dis- 
charge of that duty was one of 
the matters investigated ‘by an 
Army Pearl Harbor board. It went 
also into his association with Hans 
Wilhelm Rohl, German-born Cali- 
fornian who became a naturalized 
American citizen three months be- 
fore Pear] Harbor, 

Rohl was a stockholder in Ha- 
waiian Constructors, which held 
contracts for defense work in the 
islands. 

Secretary of War Patterson held 
last October that nothing was de- 
veloped which “indicates that any 
conduct on the part of Col. Wy- 
man or of Rohl or of any of the 
other contractors in Hawaii con- 


tributed in any way to the Pearl 


Patterson said

Harbor disaster.” 
also “disciplinary 
justified.” 


A year earlier, the House Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee reported 
that “mismanagement” on Wy- 
man’s part contributed to delays 
in prewar construction in Hawaii. 


Had an aircraft warning (ra- 
dar) system been completed on 
schedule, the House group said, it 
“might have robbed the Japanese 
attack ... of much of the ele- 
ment of surprise.” 


Discussing relations between 
Wyman and Rohl, the House com- 
mittee’s report said they were 
much together on Rohl’s yacht, 
the Ramona, and one “form of en- 
tertainment” offered by Rohl was 
“wild drinking parties” during 
which “cheap-looking type of 
young girls paraded in and out 
all evening.” 


It said it had evidence that 
when the Japanese attacked, “Col. 
Wyman was at the home of Rohl, 
having spent the night there; that 
he rushed to his office in civilian 
clothes and in a drunken condi- 
tion; and that he changed from 
his civilian clothes to a uniform in 
the present of all of his office 
help, women as well as men, 
shouting orders to everybody.” 


dispatch. Were it not for the 
fact that Adm. Stark supplied 
the commander in chief of the 
Pacific fleet highly pertinent 
and significant information 
after his letter of Oct. 17 and 
before Dec. 7, the manner in 
which he emasculated the Oct. 
16 dispatch would be inexcus- 
able. However, as has been seen 
in this report, some of the most 
vital intelligence and orders re- 
lating to Japan were supplied 
Hawali during November and 
December of 1941. 


20. Personal or official jeal- 
ousy will wreck any organiza- 
tion. 


This principle is the result of, 


the general impression obtained by 
the committee concerning the rela- 
tionship between the Army and 
the Navy as well as concerning 
certain intra-organizational situa- 
tions which existed. The relation- 
ship, understanding and co-ordina- 
tion between the War Plans Divi- 
sion and the Office of Naval In- 
telligence were wholly unsatisfac- 
tory. The War Plans Division, 
particularly appears to have had 
an overzealous disposition to pre- 
serve and enhance its preroga- 
tives. 

The whole story of discussions 
during 1941 with respect to unity 
of command is a picture of jealous 
adherence to departmental pre- 
rogatives and unwillingness to 
make concessions in the interest 
of both the Army and Navy. The 
same comment is applicable to 
the near dispute between Adm. 
Kimmel and Gen. Short as to 
which of them should command 
Wake and Midway when the Ma- 
rines were replaced by soldiers. It 
is proper to suggest that, had both 
the commanding officers in Ha- 
waii been less concerned between 
Nov. 27 and Dec. 7 about preserv- 
ing their individual prerogatives 
with respect to Wake and Midway 
and more concerned about work- 
ing together to defend the Ha- 
waiian coastal frontier in the 
light of the warnings they had re- 
ceived, the defensive situation con- 
fronting the. Japanese on_ the 
morning of Dec. 7 might well have 
been entirely different. 


21. Personal friendship, with- 
out more, sho never be ac- 
cepted in lieu of liaison or con- 
fused therewith where the latter 
is necessary to the proper func- 
tioning of two or more agencies. 


One of the more “human” 
aspects of the testimony of both 
Adm, Kimmel and Gen, Short is 
the Manner in which each sought 
to bring out their personal friend- 
ship for the purpose of demon- 
strating the close relationship that 
existed between them. They played 
golf together; they dined together 
—but they did not get together on 
official business in such manner 
as to insure that each possessed 
the same knowledge of the situa- 
tion as the other and to effect co- 
ordination and integration of their 
efforts. 


22. No considerations should 
be permitted as excuse for fail- 
— to perform a fundamental 
task. 


Both the commanding officers 
in Hawaii have offered as expla- 
nation and excuse for failure to 
perform various supervisory and 
administrative responsibilities in 
their commands the fact that they 
had countless and manifold duties 
in their respective positions as 
commander in chief of the Pacific 
fleet and commanding general of 
the Hawaiian Department. Addi- 
tionally, Adm. Kimmel has re- 
ferred to the extraordinarily com- 
petent staff which he had in 
Hawaii. 

The most fundamental respon- 
sibility that both commanders 
had under the circumstances, 
however, was to make certain 
beyond any reasonable doubt 
that there was an integrated 
and co-ordinated employment of 
defensive facilities consistent 
with the principle of command 
by mutual co-operation. No ex- 
cuse or explanation can justify 
or temper the failure to dis- 
charge this responsibility which 
superseded and surpassed all 
others, 


23. Superiors must at all 
times keep their subordinates 
adequately informed and, con- 
versely, subordinates should 
keep their superiors informed. 


In Washington, Adm. Wilkinson, 
director of naval intelligence, and 
Capt. McCollum, chief of the Far 
Eastern section of that division, 
were not adequately and current- 
ly informed as to the nature of 
the dispatches being sent to our 
outposts emanating from the War 
Plans Division. Subordinate offi- 
cials in both the War and Navy 
departments failed to appreciate 
the importance and necessity of 
getting to both Gen. Marshall and 
Adm, Stark the first 13 parts of 
the Japanese 14-part memorandum 
immediately on the evening of 
December 6, Col. French did not 
inform the chief of staff that 
he had been unable to raise the 
Army radio in Hawaii on the 
morning of Dec. 7. 


In Hawaii, Adm, Kimmel failed 
to insure. that Adm. Bellinger, 
who was responsible for Navy 
patrol planes, knew of the war 
warning of Nov. 27. Adm. Newton, 
as previously pointed out, was per- 
mitted to leave Pearl Harbor with 
a task force completely oblivious 
of any of the warning messages. 
Gen. Short, construing the cau- 
tion to disseminate the informa- 
tion in the warning of Nov. 27 
to “minimum essential officers” 
in a too-narrow manner, failed 
to inform the essential and neces- 
sary officers of his command of 
the acute situation in order that 
proper alertness might pervade 
the Hawaiian Department. 


24. The administrative organ- 
ization of any establishment 
must be designed to locate 
failures and to assess respon- 
sibility. 


The committee has been very 
much concerned about the fact 
that there was no way in which 
it could be determined definitely 
that any individual saw a particu- 
lar message among the “magic” 
materials. It does not appear that 


any record system was established 
for initialing the messages or 
otherwise fixing responsibility. 
The system existing left subordi- 
nate officers with the duty of 
disseminating the “magic” at the 
complete mercy of superior offi- 
cers with respect to any question 
as to whether a particular mes- 
sage had been delivered to or 
seen by them. 


25. In a well-balanced organ- 
ization there is close correlation 
of responsibility and authority. 
Witnesses have testified rather 

fully as to what their responsibili- 
ties were, both in Washington and 
at Hawaii. However, it does not 
appear that any of them, except 
the highest ranking officers, pos- 
sessed any real authority to act 
in order decisively to discharge 
their responsibilities. It cannot 
be presumed that tt will be possi- 
ble to meet the exigencies of an 
emergency if the officer charged 
with the duty of acting at the time 
the emergency arises does not 
possess the necessary authority to 
follow through on the situation. 
There should be a close correla- 
tion between responsibility and 
authority; to vest a man with re- 
sponsibility with no corresponding 
authority is an unfair, ineffective, 
and unsatisfactory arrangement.

KEEFE PRESENTS 
ADDITIONAL VIEWS 


In his 23 pages of additional 
views, Representative Keefe 
(Rep.), Wisconsin, said: “I find 
myself in agreement with most 
of these conclusions and recom- 
mendations. . .. 4 Any criticism 
which I may have toward the 
marshaling of facts in the 
committee report is directed to 
the manner in which such facts 
have been used to sustain the 
various arguments and conclu- 
sions indulged in in the com- 
mittee report.” 

His “conclusions and recom- 
mendations” follow: 


This investigation 
brought to light all the facts 
about Pearl Harbor. We have 
been denied much vital informa- 
tion. Mr. Stimson did not answer 
certain important interrogations 
which, in consideration of the 
state of his health, were sukeit- 
ted to him in writing. He has also 
denied to the committee his diary 
entries for the days Dec. 2 to 6, 
1941. These were significantly 
omitted from his written state- 
ment. Mr. Hull’s health permitted 
only a brief appearance before us 
and no examination by the min- 
ority members of the committee. 
Written interrogatories were sub- 
mitted as to when he first saw or 
obtained information as to the 
contents of certain vital inter- 
cepted messages, including the 1 
p-m. message. Mr. Hull answered: 
“I do not recall the exact times 
that I first saw or learned of the 
contents of the messages you cite.” 

“I do not recall” was an answer 
frequently received from other im- 
portant witnesses. Messrs. Max- 
well Hamilton, Eugene Dooman 
and Stanley Hornbeck, State De- 
partment officials who played im- 
portant roles in 1941 in our Far 
Eastern diplomacy, have not testi- 
fied. We have been denied Am- 
bassador Grew’s diary. In Decem- 
ber 1941 Gen. Bedell Smith was 
secretary to the general staff of 
the Army. He did not testify. His 
possible knowledge of the dis- 
tribution of intercepted messages 
to Gen. Marshall on Saturday 
evening, Dec. 6, was not investi- 
gated. Adm. (then captain) Glover 
was the duty officer in the office 
of the chief of naval operations 
on Dec. 6, 1941. His log for that 
night contained the vital informa- 
tion about Mr. Stimson’s interest 
in precise locations of the ships 
of the Pacific fleet. Adm. Glover 
sent the committee a telegram but 
did not testify. Mr. Welles’s 
memoranda of Atlantic Charter 
conferences was obtained from the 
State Department only after his 
oral testimony before us had been 
completed. 


-Concurs on Responsibilities, 


On the evidence before us I con- 
cur in the findings of the commit- 
tee with respect to responsibilities 
of our commanders in Hawaii. I 
believe that the “mistakes of judg- 
ment” referred to in the commit- 
tee report are directly related to 
the failures of the high com- 
mands in Washington to have 
their organizations fully alerted 
and on a war footing and that 
those in command at the Wash- 
ington level must bear their full

'share of the responsibility for the 
tragedy of Pearl Harbor. 


I further conclude that secret 
diplomacy was at the root of 
the tragedy. The United States 
had warned Japan that an ad- 
vance to Malaya or the Dutch 
East Indies would mean war 
with this nation. The Presi- 
dent gave Great Britain as- 
surances of our armed support 
in such event. What Japan and 
Britain knew, our commanders 
in the field and our own people 
did not know. Washington 
feared that national unity could 
not be attained unless Japan 
committed the first overt act. 
Accordingly, the Army in Ha- 
wali was put on an anti- 
sabotage alert, a defensive pos 
ture containing the least pos- 
sible risk of incident in Hawaill 
which Japan might claim was 
an overt act by the United 
States. The mobilization of 
American public opinion in sup- 
port of an offensive by the Pa- 
cific fleet against Japan was to 
be accomplished if at all by a 
message to Congress “at the 
last stage of our relations, re- 
lating to actual hostilities.” This 
message was to be the prelude 
to hostilities by the United 


States if Japan attacked the 
British and the Dutch at the 
outset of the war and did not 
attack this nation, A direct at- 
tack by Japan against the 
United States at the outset of 
hostilities would make such & 
message unnecessary. Mr. Stim- 
son’s diary describes the plan 
succinctly: “The question was. 
how we should maneuver them 
into the position of firing the 
first shot without allowing too 
much danger to ourselves.” In 
formulating this plan  wun- 
doubtedly Washington wag in- 
fluenced by public promises to 
keep us out of war unless at- 
tacked, 

With full knowledge of 
Japan’s intentions prior to the 
attack, Washington had one 
plain duty to the American 
people. That duty was to in- 
form them of their peril. This 
was not done. Washington had 
a further duty to make sure 
that our forces were ready to 
meet the attack by egg 
their com ers afield 
afloat with available infor- 
mation, or by evaluating that in- 
formation and giving them ap- 
propriate clear and categoric 
instructions, 


Those who find in various in- 
stances of poor co-ordination be- 
tween the services the causes of 
Pearl Harbor are satisfied with 
a superficial explanation. The 
state of readiness of our armed 
forces in the field was a reflec- 
tion of over-all policy adopted on 
the highest level in Washington. 
The President had delivered to 
him the Japanese intercepted 
messages and possessed much 
more information about Japanese 
plans and intentions than any 
field commander. He gave most 
minute directions to commanders 
in the field, even as to the scout- 
ing positions of individual ships, 
when he thought such directions 
necessary. A merger of the 
armed forces and unity of com- 
mand in Hawaii in November 
and December 1941 could not 
have eliminated the dangers in 
the policy of maneuvering Japan 
into striking the first blow.

Enlightened 
public opinion is based on ac- 
curate public information, The 
American people, if kept well 
informed of their real diplo- 
matic position, do not need an 
incident to unite them, If for- 
eign policy and diplomatic rep- 
resentations are treated as the 
exclusive, secret information of 
the President and his advisers, 
public opinion will not be en- 
lightened. The very nature of the 
consequent public alarm places 
the armed forces of the nation 
in effective readiness and may 
even deter an enemy from exe- 
cuting its planned attack. The 
best deterrent to a predatory 
Japan in late 1941 was a thor- 
oughly informed and obviously 
alerted America, 


In this connection it will be 
noted that when the reports of the 
Army board and the Navy court 
of inquiry were submitted to 
President Truman on Aug. 30, 
a he made the following state- 
ment: 


“I have read it (the Pearl Har- 
bor reports) very carefully, and I 
came to the conclusion that the 
whole thing is the result of the 
policy which the country itself 
pursued. The country was not 
ready for preparedness. Every 
time the President made an effort 
to get a preparedness program 
through the Congress, it was 
stifled. Whenever the President 
made a statement about the neces- 
sity of preparedness, he was villi- 
fied for doing it. I think the 
country is as much to blame as 
any individual in this final situa- 
—_ that developed in Pearl Har- 

or.” 


Cites Appropriation Figures. | 


An examination of the facts 
ought to compel any person to 
reject this conclusion. The record 
clearly demonstrates how the 
Army and Navy get the funds 
needed for national defense. The 
Army and Navy are required to 
submit their respective estimates 
each year to the Bureau of the 
Budget. This bureau acting for 
the President conducts hearings 
and finally makes recommenda- 
tions to the President as to the 
amounts to be recommended to 
the Congtess for appropriation. 
The Congress is in effect the 
people of America. The record 
discloses that in the fiscal years 
1934 to 1941, inclusive, the Army 
and Navy jointly asked for $26,- 
580,145,093. This is the combined 
total of Army and Navy requests 
made to the Bureau of the Bud- 
get. In the same period the 
President recommended to the 
Congress that it appropriate to 
the combined services $23,813,319,- 
897. The Congress actually made 
available to the Army and Navy 
in this period $24,943,987,823. Thus 
it is apparent that the President 
himself recommended to the Con- 
gress in the fiscal years 1934 to 
1941, inclusive, that it appropriate 
for the Army and Navy $2,761,826,- 
033 less than had been requested 
by the Army and Navy. The peo- 
ple’s representative in the Con- 
gress gave to the Army and 
Navy in the form of appropria- 
tions and authorizations for ex- 
penditures $1,256,667,926 more than 
the President had recommended 
in his budget messages to the 
Congress.

TOKYO, July 20 (UP)—Adm,

The United States proposal of 
Nov. 26, 1941, called on Japan to 
evacuate its troops from China 
and French Indo-China. There 
were a number of other items, in- 
cluding one which in effect would 
have cut Japan loose from its 
three-power Asia pact, 

Japanese propagandists have re- 
ferred to the proposal ag “hu- 
miliating.” : 

Nomura recalled that the late 
President Roosevelt said -Japan’s 
failure to accept the 
meant only a break in diplomatic 
relations. However, Nomura said, 
“I think some Japanese officials 
might have censidered it an ulti- 
matum.” 

The former Ambassador, who 
has read every available news- 
paper and magazine report on the 
Pearl Harbor investigation, point- 
ed to testimony by former United 
States Secretary of War Henry 
Stimson which he said might be 
taken as supporting those who 
considered the proposal an ulti- 
matum, 

Nomura said Stimson called Sec- 
retary of State Cordell Hull a few 
days before Pearl Harbor to find 
out what final decision had been 
made in the Japanese situation. 
Nomura said this was after the 
American proposal had been de- 
livered to Japan. 

He said Stimson in testimony 
before the Pearl Harbor investi- 
gation group had quoted Hull as 
saying at that time, “I have washed 
my hands vf it and it is now in 
the hands of you os me, Hew 
Secretary of the avy k 
Knox), the Army and the Navy.”

Supplies for the China- 
based B-29s had to be flown from 
India. 

“It appears that the over-all re 
sults achieved,” the report said,

Submarines’ Record Cited. 


The report noted that of the 
8,900,000 tons of Japanese mer- 
chant ships sunk or seriously 
damaged, submarines accounted 
for about 60 per cent up to the 
final months of the war, and for 
54.7 per cent over the whole course 
of the war. 

“Had we constructed more sub- 
marines, earlier concentrated on 
tankers and more fully co-ordi- 
nated long-range air search and 
attack missions with submarine 
operations, the ship-sinking pro- 
gram might have been even more 
effective,” it commented. 


In addition to the part played 
by submarines, 16.3 per cent of 
the merchant ship bag was at- 
tributed to carrier planes, 10.2 
per cent to Army land-based 
planes, 4.3 per cent -to Navy and 
Marine land planes, 9.3 to mines, 
less than 1 per cent to surface 
gunfire, and the rest to accidents, 

Of 549 Japanese warships total- 
ing 1,744,000 tons which were sunk, 
however, roughly 625,000 tons 
were sunk by Navy and Marine 
planes, 375,000 by submarines, 
183,000 by surface ships, 55,000 by 
Army planes and the rest by 
various other agencies.

Reviews Raids On Japan, 

Analyzing the selection of bomb- 
ing targets in Japan, the report 
found that “even though the ur- 
ban area attacks and attacks’*on 
specific industrial plants con- 
tributed a substantial percentage 
to the over-all decline in Japan’s 
economy, in many segments of 
that economy their effects were 
duplicative.” 

It added that “an attack on Ja- 
pan's extremely vulnerable rail- 
road network would have ex- 
tended and cumulated the effects 
of the shipping attack already 
made,” 

It outlined how rail links to the 
principal coal mines could have 
been destroyed and contended that 
this “would have virtually elimi- 
mated further coal movements, 
would have immobilized the re- 
mainder of the frail system 
through lack of coal, and would 
have completed the strangulation 
of Japan’s economy.” 

“This strangulation,” it  re- 
marked, “would have more effec- 
tively and efficiently destroyed 
the economic structure of the 
country than individually destroy- 
ing Japan’s cities and factories.” 
Again in another section the 
report said that the strangula- 
tion of the Japanese economy 
could have been accomplished 
with less effort and duplication 
“by an earlier commencement of 
the aerial minifg program, con- 
centration of carrier plane at- 
tacks in the last months of the 
war on Japan’s remaining mer- 
chant shipping rather than on her 
already immobilized warships, and 
a co-ordinated B-29 and carrier at- 
tack on Japan’s vulnerable rail- 
road system beginning in April 
1945.” 

656,400 Tons of Bombs. 
The total tonnage of bombs 
dropped by Allied planes in the 
Pacific was put at 656,400, of 
which 160,800 or 24 per cent was 
dropped on the Japanese home 
islands. In Europe the total ton- 
nage was 2,700,000 of which 1,360,- 
000 fell in Germany. 
In discussing the B-29 opera- 
tions, the report disclosed that in 
the early operations when the Su- 
perforts bombed from 30,000 feet 
“the percentage of bombs dropped 
which hit the target areas aver- 
aged less than 10 per cent.” 


On March 9, 1945, “a basic 
revision in the method of B-29 at- 
tack was instituted’’—night raids 
with fire bombs from 7000 feet. 

At the lower altitudes “bombing 
accuracy increased substantially, 
and averaged 35 to 40 per cent 
within 1000 feet of the aiming 
point in daylight attacks from 
20,000 feet or lower.” 

Total civilian casualties in Ja- 
pan from nine months of air at- 
tack, including the two atomic 
bombs, were put at approximately 
806,000, off which some 330,000 
were fatalities. These “probably 
exceeded Japan’s combat Casual. |

(AP)—A Dill allotting $3,803,100 
for Missouri's big new state edu- 
cation department in the next 
year was signed by Gov.

The departmental total includes 
$100,000 to finance state-wide in- 
vestigation of business firms 
offering on-the-job training to 
War veterans. 

Also in the bill are appropria- 

’ tions to operate the School for the 
Deaf at Fulton, which gets $313,- 
500, and the School for the Blind 
at St. Louis, $130,500. The depart- 
mental total includes only $400,100 
from general revenue. Federal 
funds make up $1,750,000 of the 
amount, with school and other 
state funds accounting for the 
rest.

CARRIED GAUGES TO 
MEASURE BLASTS 


By CHARLES H. MCMURTY 

KWAJALEIN, (Sunday) July 
21 (AP)—The Japanese who re- 
ported after the Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki atomic bomb raids that 
the bombs were parachuted and 
that more than one bomb was 
dropped were not imagining 
things. But they were mistaken. 

John C. Wieboldt, 24 years old, 
leader of the Los Alamos, N.M., 
blast gauge group who is here 
for the Bikini tests, related the 
story today, 11. months later. 

Blast gauges were parachuted 
over both atomized Japanese 
cities. The Japanese saw the 
‘chutes and erroneously con- 
cluded ‘they carried bombs. 

The blast gauges—electronics 
instruments—relayed to the plane 
by radio data on the shock wave 
—its shape, pressure and dura- 
tion. These readings ‘were re- 
corded on film aboard the plane. 

Film of the aerial drop July 1 in 
the first test at Bikini was sent 
to the United States to be devel- 
oped and is expected back in the 
Marshalls momentarily for study. 

After the July 25 underwater 
test, Wieboldt’s group will go to 
Los Alamos to continue study of 
the air burst film and to interpret 
the film of the underwater test. 

Wieboldt said that his group 
“never completely analyzed the 
Hiroshima or Nagasaki films be- 
cause they were made as much 
for a test as to get quantitative 
data. After all, who cared as long 
as the bombs worked?” 3

Flight Training at 10 
Schools in City and 
' County. 


More than 900 veterans of mili- 

tary service are taking flight 
courses or mechanics’ training un- 
der the veterans’ educational, pro- 
gram at accredited aviation 
schools in the immediate St. Louis 
area, 
M. D. Thomas, chief of voca- 
tional rehabilitation and the edu- 
cation division of the Veterans’ 
Administration here, said 420 vet- 
erans are taking flight training 
and 145 studying aircraft and en- 
gine work at 10 schools in St. 
Louis and St. Louis county. In 
addition, there are 266 registered 
at Parks Air College near East 
St. Louis, under the veterans’ pro- 
gram, and 80 at Midwest Flyers’ 
School of Aviation, also near East 
‘St.’ Louis. 

This makes a total of 911 such 
students, the great majority of 
whom had some training in the 
air forces. Seven women veterans 
are taking flight training under 
the pro 


gram, | 
“We handle only the schools on 


this side of the river in the St. 
Louis area,” Thomas said. “By 
far the greatest percentage of 
those taking aviation training 
through our office are taking 

t training. Possibly 60 per 
cent of these are registered for 
courses leading 
a ee; SOU ON Cr 
to indicate that at least for the 
present they do not plan on going 
into flying as a means of earning 
a living. They like to fly, so they 
are working toward a _ license 


which will let them take passen- | 


gers along for the ride.” 
Parks Air College Program. 


This is not true of Parks Air 
College, however. The school, 
which has the largest single group 
of students in the area under the 
program, designs its courses spe- 
cifically to fit the student for a 
career in aviation. It grants de- 
grees in aviation maintenance en- 
gineering, aviation operations en- 
gineering and aeronautical engi- 
neering. All students are qualified 
for aircraft and engine licenses 
upon graduation. 

Oliver L. Parks, president of the 
college, said it was indicated that 
each veteran enrolled there in- 
tends to enter aviation profession- 
ally, both by attitude shown and 
the fact that tuition and expenses 
at the institution are high enough 
so that some money must be paid 
by the student. Only 25 of the 
veterans there are taking flight 
training in addition to that re- 
quired as a part of their courses. 
Before graduation a student must 
pass his private pilot examination 
in the Ercoupe, a simplified con- 
trol, spinproof plane. 

“We find that veterans make 
unusually good students,” Parks 
said. “They are partially trained 
by the armed forces, in most 
cases, and as a result it doesn’t 
take as long for them to get well 
started here. They show a great 
deal of interest in the courses, 
and in most cases know pretty 
well in advance what particular 
branches they are interested.” 

There are veterans from 39 states 
at tle school, in addition to three 
from Canada, two from Puerto 
Rico and one each from Alaska 
and China. Their average age is 
234% years, and 113 of them are 
married,

Service, Inc., Lambert-St. Louis 


Field. It has 125 enrolled in its|; ~ 


aircraft and engine school, one of 
the two on this side of the river 
here. It also has 70 enrolled: for 
flight training. The other school 
offering both courses, St. Louis 
School of Aeronautics, Kratz Air- 
port, has 20 taking aircraft and 
engine courses and 65 taking 
flight training. 

Clyde Brayton, president of the 

Brayton school, said there has 
been a greater demand for air- 
craft and engine mechanics than 
could be filled. The procedure of 
training military pilots, he said, is 
chiefly one of “reverse learning.” 
Because of the veterans’ experi- 
ence with heavy and powerful 
military planes, he explained, the 
chief thing necessary is to train 
them how to handle lighter and 
less powerful planes rather than 
to fly. 
Except for the Parks Air Col- 
lege course, the aviation training 
is arranged so that the full cost 
can be borne by the Government. 
This varies, Thomas said, depend- 
ing on the amount of training the 
individual has had in service and 
therefore how much additional he 
needs before attaining the desired 
rating.

Professor of International 


Law Says Americans Must 
Make Up Their Minds on 
What They Want and Be 
Willing to Pay for It.

OU can criticize the Russians all you 

want to (and we have already got our- 

selves-into a frenetic state doing it), 
and at various points I migkt be able to add 
some items to the indictment. But not now. 
Russia may enter into this article by way 
of counterpoint; but what I am concerned 
with at the moment is to try to show what 
others see as they watch us Americans at 
our democratic antics. 

To begin with, we said that we wanted an 
international organization which would pro- 
vide security; and we can fairly claim 
credit for having made the United Nations 
Charter what it is. This is not necessarily 
a compliment, for we deliberately made it 
as weak as we could. We rejected the inter- 
national police force for which the Russians 


had asked at Dumbarton Oaks, and thereby. 


left Russia with a security system not quite 
so strong as she had hoped for. We upheld 
the veto of the Great Powers in the Se- 
curity Council, and thereby made it impos- 
sible for the Security Council to take ac- 


tion against the only states which could 


be dangerous to us, and the only ones able 
to make the atomic bomb. We did not do 
this to appease Russia, though doubtless 
she wants the veto as much as anyone does; 
we did it to appease the American Senate 
and the American people. 


U. S. Reservations on Court. 


We rejected the compulsory jurisdiction 
of the International Court of Justice, which 
means that we refused to obligate our- 


selves even to submit our legal disputes to- 


impartial adjudication. We insisted that the 
security organization should not be allowed 


to deal with anything which a sovereign | 


state_might say was a “domestic question,” 
and would not even consent to have it 
decided by any organ of the United Nations, 
or according to international law, whether 


or not a question is a domestic one—there- _ 


by practically nullifying the whole charter, 

We agreed in principle to contribute 
armed forces for the Security Council to 
use against an aggressor but only on con- 
dition (Article 43) that each state should 
reach an agreement some time in the future 
as to the exact number and kind of forces it 


should supply. 

There can be no doubt that at San Fran- 
cisco we did an excellent job of preserving 
and protecting our national sovereignty, if 
that was what we were after; but complete 
freedom of action is not the usual founda- 
tion upon which one builds a system of law 
and order such as we claimed to be building. 
The UN is too weak today to assure us of 
the security which we wish; and for this re- 
sult the American people cannot pass the 
buck to Russia or to any other state; they 
cannot even pass it to the Department of 
State. The President and the Department 
of State were doubtless too timorous and 
might have shown more courageous leader- 
ship; but you cannot blame them for being 
timorous when you recall what the Senate 
and the American people did to the League 
of Nations in 1919 and to the World Court in 
1935. . . . It is no wonder; but it is a bad 
situation. This is a democracy, and the ex- 
ecutive cannot bind the American people 
to fundamental changes of policy without 
their consent; and the American people did 
not speak up for a strong UN, and they are 
not yet speaking up for a strong UN. 


What Since San Francisco? 


What have we been doing since San Fran- 
cisco to encourage international peace and 
to support the United Nations? We used 
to talk about the United Nations as a joint 
enterprise in which we were all to consult 
and co-operate with one another, against 
common enemy. The United Nations is by 
the Charter definitely excluded from any- 
thing to do with the enemy states; they are 
to be handled by “the governments having 
responsibility” therefor. Who are these gov- 
ernments? President Truman suggested 
some months back that it was time for the 
United Nations to handle things; and Secre- 
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tary Byrnes went to the Council of Fo |

Time Could Be Cut If He 
Had Own Appropriation. 


‘Vandenberg does not expect to “get 
the wheels turning’’ until about Jan. 1. 
The time could be greatly reduced if 
he were boss of his own organization 
with its own appropriation, but right 
now he is surveying the work of the re- 
porting groups to see what parts of the 
international picture are not being 
covered. 

Here is an example: The State Depart- 
ment through its foreign service officials 
abroad may report that a company in 
X— country is producing or is about to 
produce several million ball-bearings an- 
nually. This used to be considered in- 
dustrial information. Now, however, the 
War Department wants to know the ex- 
act quantity of each type of bearing pro- 
duced; to whom they are delivered;

When such a report comes in, Vanden- 
berg goes over the subject with his ad- 
visory council composed of representa- 
tives from the operational agencies. Each 
member outlines exactly what his agency 
would like to have and the task of col- 
lecting further information is given to 
one or several groups. Theoretically, the 
director has. no authority to give orders 
to the emplores of constituent groups. 
Actually he can request the information, 
and if the operational group demurs, he 
can go to the top NIA for definite in- 
structions to the non-co-operating body. 

Vandenberg is not so much interested 
at present in duplications in the “raw 
information” from the operational intel- 
ligence services. He says the immediate 
problem is to fill up the holes. Duplica- 
tions can be eliminated later. 


Little Done Yet to Make 


‘Intelligence’ of ‘Information.’ 


Filling the holes and ending the du- 
plications are the preliminary work of 
his'Central Group. Little has been done 
in the permanent work of “processing” 
and “evaluating’”’ information to trans- 
form it into “‘intelligence.” So far as 
can be ascertained by an outsider, about 
the most tangible result of the Central 
Group is the preparation of a secret 
daily report, usually about three pages, 
which is placed on the desks of Presi- 
dent Truman and his top policy makers, 
with notations that additional details are 
available if desired. Even this was not’ 
‘done until Adm. Souers took over the 
office last January. 


Vandenberg is reluctant to talk about 
his Central Group, which will have the 
important task of co-ordinating and 
evaluating the information assembled by 
the operational agencies. 


He says he is assembling an excellent 
staff of economists, business men, techni- 
cal experts and military men for this 
work, but he points out that his own 
job would be much easier if he could 
hire the men directly out of a central 
budget instead of going through the red 
tape of finding the man he wants and 
then persuading one of the constituent 
groups to put that particular person on 
its payroll with the understanding he will 
be borrowed by Vandenberg. 


The Central Group is already at work 
co-ordinating information. The subjects 
are grouped under such heads as ‘Per- 
sonalities,”” ‘“‘Economics,” “Politics,” ‘‘Sci. 
entific,” “‘Order of Battle,” for each 
country. : 


Vandenberg is a West Pointer — he 
was graduated in the bottom tenth of the 
class of 1923—but he has little awe of 
the Army ‘“‘brass.” He belongs to the 
“Hap” Arnold — ‘“‘Tooey” Spaatz — 
“Jimmy” Doolittle school of Air Force 
generals who believe more in fighting 
for what you want than in trying to 
please the proper people. 


Since graduation, Vandenberg has 
been an air officer, and as such he at- 
tended the Command and General Staff 
School at Leavenworth and the War Col- 


began with the words “we seek no aggran- 
dizement, territorial or ,otherwise;”’ and 
good Americans have been busy condemn- 
ing British and Dutch and French im- 
perialism, and demanding that the colonial 
possessions of these countries be put under 
trusteeship. They have not suggested, how- 
ever—not loud enough to be heard—that 
any American possession be put under 
trusteeship. On the contrary, we are trying 
to grab more territory in the Pacific and 
not even put it under trusteeship... 

That is imperialism as ba@idly as it has 
ever been put—might makes right! 


These are precedents which may be used 
against us some day. Yes, we showed those 
Russians where they belong—and that 
place, they might conclude, is outside the 
United Nations. It may be even more im- 
portant to show a great power, than to 
prove to a small state, that it will receive 
fair treatment under the Charter. 

What way are we going? If we are not 
going to strengthen the UN and increasingly 
rely upon it for security, why should we ex- 
pect Russia to do so? If we are going to 
depend upon our own national efforts for 
security, and set up United States instead of 
United Nations bases, why should not Russia 
build up her national strength and claim 
Spitzbergen or Tripolitania, or such places? 
If we consider that our rational safety re- 
quires the Panama Canal to be under our 


lege in Washington. As major in 1941, 
he served on Gen, Arnold’s staff. 

After Pearl Harbor, he became Chief 
of Operations and Training for the AAF, 
with the temporary rank of Colonel. For 
this work here, in North Africa and 
Great Britain, he won the Distinguished 
Service Medal with a citation for “‘ex- 
ceptional ability, energy, judgment and 
brilliant professional knowledge.” 

In October 1942, as Chief of Staff to 
Gen. Doolittle, he organized the Twelfth 
Air Force. His Legion of Merit citation 
for this work says that “in the face of 
almost insuperable difficulties due to 
lack of time, experienced personnel and 
equipment,” he put together ‘“‘an excel- 
lently organized” tactical air force to 
cover the Allied ground force fighting in 
North Africa. 

When Spaatz took over the Northwest 
Africa Air Forces, Vandenberg, then a 
temporary brigadier general, was made 
chief of staff of the strategic unit. 

By “sneaking off’ on all: types of 
bombing attacks over Tunisia, Sardinia, 
Sicily, Italy and Pantelleria, he brought 
back recommendations for changed tac- 
tics and techniques—and won the Silver 
Star by his ‘“‘display of gallantry and 
courageous leadership.” 

The young general was ordered back to 
Washington in August, 1943, to become 
one of the four deputy Chiefs of Staff of 
the Air Force... Six months -later, as a 
temporary major general, he joined Eis- 
enhower’s Supreme Headquarters Staff in 
London and was named deputy Com- 
mander 
tionary Air Force, of which the Britisher, 
Leigh Mallory, was the commander. 


Diplomatic Talents Marked; 
At Quebec, Cairo and Tehran. 


His diplomatic talents were recognized 
about this time by appointments to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s military staffs at the 
Quebec, Cairo and Tehran conferences. 

Gen. Eisenhower made'him command- 
ing general of the famed Ninth Air Force 
when Lewis Brereton was picked, in 
1944, to head the new First Allied Air- 
borne Army. As Commander .of the 
Ninth, Vandenberg aided Gen. Patton's 
drive across France. His planes played 
an important strategic part in the Battle 
of the Bulge. 

Vandenberg was born in Milwaukee, 
Jan. 24, 1899, of well-do-do parents. As 
a boy he was an Eagle Scout and inter- 
ested in sports. At West Point, he 
played on the hockey and polo teams. 

When he tas time he plays golf—in 
the low 80s—and tennis. His Sunday 
opponent frequently is Gen. Ira C. Eaker 
of the Air Force,

but everything that we do indicates that we 
rely upon our national, and perhaps on re- 
gional, strength rather than upon the UN.

Yet, at the same time, the unwillingness 
of the American people to go in for conscrip- 
tion—or even to extend the draft—makés it 
very doubtful whether we could actually, 
with any degree of safety, rely upon our 
own national strength to protect us. 

You say that the statements made above 
are exaggerated and unfair? Naturally, you 
would. I thing so, myself; I wrote them so. 
Nevertheless, they are no more exaggerated 
than the charges which we are making 
against other states, and very probably they 
underestimate what others are saying about 
us. 

There is no use asking what Russia will 
do—that depends upon what we are going 
to so. The problem is not Russia; the prob- 
lem is us. Whatever Russia wants or does 
not want, nothing can be done until the 
American people make up their minds to a 
definite and consistent policy which they are 
willing to support and for which they are 
willing to pay the price.

Plan Urged to End 
Strikes, Lockouts 


ie Perlstein of ILGWU 
Proposes Economic Board 
to Determine Equitable 
Minimum Wage and Ma- 
chinery to Settle Disputes:

TRIKES and lockouts can be avoided, 
This idea is not new, but it is advanced 
this time, not by an employer, but by 
a responsible officer of a powerful labor’ 
union, Meyer Perlstein, vice president in-St. 
Louis of the AFL International Lashes’ 
Garment Workers’ Union. 

Perlstein thinks Congress could set up 2 
law under which labor would be willing to 
give up its right to strike. He has some 
pretty definite ideas of the line the law 
should take. : 

Congress, he says, might well create ma- 
chinery to settle all unresolved labor diffi- 
culties. He proposes two basic steps— j 

1. Creation of a 15-member economie ' 
commission, representing labor, manage- 
ment and the public, to determine what 
constitutes an adequate income for work- 
‘ers of various kinds and skills. On the 
basis of adequate income, the commission 
could fix equitable minimum wage rates. 

2. Establishment of industrial courts : 
with a supreme court for appeals. 


Collective Bargaining Retained. 


Perlstein’s procedure would not bar col- 
lective bargaining between employer and 
employes. He would prefer to havé differ- 
ences settled by mutually satisfactory agree+ 
ment. But if collective bargaining fails, then 
either party to the dispute, or both, could go 
to the industrial court for a settlement. And 
if trouble threatened or developed, the court-- 
could call the disputants to the bar. In 
either event, there would be no snterrugC 
of work pending settlement. 

Perlstein thinks the economic commission 
should encourage improvements in produe- 
tion methods to allow workers to increase 
their earnings beyond the prescribed mini- 
mums and to allow management greater re- 
turns through greater efficiency. The ¢6m- 
mission, he says, should foster frankness in 
labor-management relations, 

Conservative labor may be expected to dis-' 
miss Per)stein’s program”es impractical and 
contrary to the interests of the unions, but 
the ILGWU leader sticks to his point. 

“Both management and labor,” he insists, 
“must accept their responsibilities to the 
public. They must not ‘be allowed to let in- 
dustry bog down or stop at the expense of: 
the public.” 

His own union has accepted this rempennte' 
bility. In a contract sign€d here last Jann- 
ary with the Associated Garment Industries 
in St. Louis, the union accepted a section 
which provides for peaceful settlement of all 
disputes and imposes financial penalties on 
any party violating the procedure. 

The section states there shall be no di-! 
rect action which slows up or stops the in- 
dustry. “Strikes, stoppages, lockouts, cessa- ‘ 
tion of work, interftional slow downs and 
shop meetings during working hours .. . 
are hereby prohibited.” Should a stoppage 
occur “the union will order the workers to 
return to work.” Failing that, the contract ' 
continues, the union shall supply other. 
workers ‘‘of relative skill and ability” to 
take their places. If the union cannot get 
the original workers back to work or supply | 
substitutes, the union shall be penalized -in 
terms of average daily earnings of the work- 
ers involved. 

On the other side, the union Is protectéd 
against lockouts. The association must | 
guarantee to keep its members running their | 
shops. If a lockout occurs, the association 
either compels termination of the lockout 
or pays the union for damages suffered 
by its members through loss of wages. 


Cornerstone Is Arbitration. 


The cornerstone of this program is a 
three-man arbitration panel. The arbitra. 
tors are charged with determination of pen- 
They may also issue injunctive: relief 
in the case of violations, even before hear- 
ing the dispute, if either side applies for it. | 
Peristein’s proposal of labor courts is an 
extension of this arbitration program. Perl- 
stein thinks the court should act only in 
cases where arbitration machinery either 
breaks down or is unavailable. “When the 
court does intervene,” he says, “it should 
see that agre2ments are publicized and 
open to inspection. This will eliminate 
the tendency of labor and management to 
make agreements at the expense of other 
groups and wipe out all possibilities of con- 


spiracy.”’ 
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_ A Caution to Congress

Democracy is based on the theory that 
you are just as as I am. Our 
democracy might be more successful if 
more and better consideration were giv- 
en to the theory that only those who 
know how to govern should be chosen 
for places of responsibility. 

It now seems the assumption that 
every man must have his say was mis- 
taken, if we are to consider the antics 
of Congress as a criterion. The as- 
sumption that every man must have his 
say is directly responsible for the asinine 
Senate rule under which a filibuster by 
the Bilbos and O’Daniels can thwart the 
will, wishes and welfare of a clear major- 
ity. Democracy must mean majority 
rule—rule by the “people.” But recent 
logrolling and back-scratching tactics of 
the Senate in juggling OPA legislation 
seem to indicate that we are not getting 
much government by the people but con- 
siderable government by and for the 
cliques. | 

Alexander Pope said: “For forms of 
government let fools contest; whate’er is 
best administered is best.” Pope's lines 
make good, sound sense to me. The fail- 
ure is hot*in our form of government 
but in its inept administration. Wake 
up, Senators, before some dapper dema- 
gogue with a persuasive line of lingo 
makes his debut and attempts to con- 
vince the people that trusting to one 
man’s discretion may not be an ideal 
system, but it is sometimes necessary to 
get the results aimed at. And results 
are the one thing we seem unable to get 
from our Congress.

Canadian vs. American Prices 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I am enclosing a column from the 
Buffalo Evening News which compares 
the lower prices on basic foods in Fort 
Erie, Canada, under the Canadian price- 
contro] system, with the inflated prices 
in Buffalo, just across the border. 

A glance at some of the differences 
(18 cents for a quart of milk in Fort 
Erie and 19 cents in Buffalo; butter, 42 
to 45 cents in Fort Erie and 79 to 85 
cents in Buffalo; hamburger, 23 to 25 
cents in Fort Erie and 35 cents in Buf- 
falo) makes it obvious that only through 
effective price control can we hope to 
prevent growing inflation. 

Many of us are beginning to realize 
that we ourselves are to blame for hav- 
ing elected reactionary Congressmen 
and Senators, who put private interests 
above the interests of the whole nation. 
If this wild spree of our legislators with 
regard to OPA has any value at all, it 
is to remind us that the next time we 
vote, we had better be sure that the 
man we are voting for represents the 
majority of us who are wage-earners.

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A Mutilated Bill 


When it passed the drastically-amended Mc- 
Mahon atomic energy bill yesterday, the House 
ignored or defied the President, the Secretary 
of War, the Secretary of the Navy, Chief of 
Staff Eisenhower and Chief of Naval Operations 


Nimitz. All of these men, who are charged with 


the duty of national defense, approved the bill 
as it came from the Senate. The Senate itself 
passed the McMahon bill unanimously after ex- 
haustive hearings and debate. 

As passed by the House, the measure provides 
that a military man be placed on the five-mem- 
ber commission; for a military man to be head 
of one of the commisSion’s chief divisions; for 
authority for the armed forces to make atomic 
bombs under certain conditions; and for the FBI 
to apply a loyalty check to “all persons asso- 
ciated in any capacity with the development and 
control of atomic energy.” 

These matters were considered when the Mc- 
Mahon bill was in the Senate and they were 
rejected. Though the McMahon bill made every 
proper precaution for national safety, it decided 
the question of military vs. civilian control strict- 
ly in favor of the latter. This is in accord with 
the basic American principle—to guard against 
men on horseback—that the Commander in 
Chief and the directing heads of our armed 
forces be civilians, 

Secretary Patterson, who first favored the 
May-Johnson bill, which would have placed hob- 
bles on scientific research, came around to favor 
the McMahon bill, saying: 

This bill goes further in dealing with the 
national defense aspects of atomic energy 
than the earlier bill (May-Johnson) did. 
There was nothing in the May-Johnson bill 
creating a military liaison committee, no spe- 
cific provision in it at all as to how the 
Army or the Nevy would keep posted on 
what was going on in atomic energy. . This 
bill does, and it is better in that feature. 
The blunderbuss suggestion by Representative 

Dondero to institute a Gestapo-like examination 
of every man connected with atomic energy in- 
cludes, of course, distinguished scientists. Many 
of these men, no doubt, would prefer to disas- 
sociate themselves from the work to avoid being 
shadowed by the FBI. Dondero’s amendment is 
of a piece with the Wood-Rankin committee’s 
hysterical warning that the country should be- 
ware of the young Oak Ridge scientists, some 
of whom are so radical, forsooth, that they favor 
a world government to protect civilization from 
the atomic bomb. 

One more chance remains that the United 
States will get an atomic energy bill that match- 
es in statesmanship and dignity the proposals 
put before the UN Atomic Energy Commission 
by Mr. Baruch. The bill now goes to conference 
and there, we hope, the Mayisms, the Donde- 
roisms and the Rankinisms will be stricken from 
the measure. 
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Anomaly of the Times 

From an Associated Press dispatch from De- 
troit yesterday on automobile production: ‘‘The 
survey reported that copper and pig iron con- 
tinue in short supply and added that lack of 
labor, especially in semi-skilled classifications, 
has reached ‘critical proportions.’ ”

benefits.” 
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Another Silver Bloc Triumph 


The Senate-House agreement on the price 
of silver is only technically a compromise. Ac- 
tually it is a victory for a few Senators and the 
mining companies which call their tune. 

Silver-starved American industries will now 
be able to buy American silver. For that sim- 
ple privilege, however, consumers must pay an 
unreasonable 90.5 cents an ounce instead of the 
reasonable old price of 71.11 cents. The bloc- 
dominated Senate did finally give up its demand 
for an automatic increase to $1.29 after two 
years. But a bloc which was strong enough to 
get the full immediate price increase it asked 
will come back with renewed zeal for more 
after a year or two. 

The House thought the price should stay at 
71.11 cents. It repeatedly rejected the Senate’s 
proposal, But important industries were near 
shutdown because the right to buy American 
silver was denied them until Congress had acted. 


The silver bloc held that gun in the right hand. 


By tying the price for a time to an appropriation 
bill, it held in the left hand a gun against Treas- 
ury and Post Office operations, Postal employes. 
even missed a payday on this account. Finally 
the House, in spite of having all the merit on 
its side, compromised. 

Now that the deed is done, the question is 
whether the people will relapse into customary 
indifference while a new and bolder exchange 
of favors is plotted between the silver Senators 
and the larger group of the farm bloc. Instead 
of being forced into the defensive again at the 
next price assault, opponents of the bloc should 


begin now to assume the offensive. The ground 


could simply be cut from under the whole silver 
conspiracy by repealing the law which makes 
the Government buy unlimited amounts of 
American silver at prices fixed by Congress. 
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More Sleuths After Smoke 


On the theory that there will be light where 
things are darkest, the East Side’s new smok- 
ologists plan to peer into chimneys and boilers 
and furnaces to see where the smoke comes 
from. Undoubtedly they should find out. But 
just to make sure that they can't miss, the cross- 
river experts are employing an instruction su- 
pervisor who should know all about where smoke 
comes from, because he comes from Cincinnati. 

Cincinnati, as we have said before, has asked 
St. Louis how to get rid of smoke, and now East 
St. Louis will get Cincinnati to help tell it what 
St. Louis told Cincinnati in the first place. This 
is the longest distance between two points. And 
just to stretch it farther, the East Siders will 
encourage use of Illinois coal while “educating” 
their people into the mysteries of squeezing the 
smoke out of it. Is this education, advertising, 
or just a disappearing act? 

Of course, the East Siders might have consid- 
ered investment fn a 10-cent bridge fare to come 
over here and find out where smoke isn’t. But 
they are more interested in finding out where 

e. 
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it is, which will be big news to nobody. This is 
a chimney sweep’s nightmare. Yet when it 
comes to avoiding smoke elimination, the pixie 
plan has one burning advantage. The East Sid- 
ers can avoid seeing anything they don't want to 
see on the plea that smoke gets in their eyes. 
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“John L.s in Management” 


The farmers of this country are suffering 
from a critical implement shortage which 
hinders them in producing food to supply the 
domestic market and to allay the hunger of 
famished millions abroad. 

Iowa farmers alone, according to the Iowa 
Retail Farm Equipment Dealers’ Association, are 
in want of 470,000 units of farm machinery with 
a gross value of more than $300,000,000. The 
farmers made shift through the war with the 
aid of baling wire and the ingenuity of the 
blacksmith, but the old wrecks of tractors, har- 
vesters and planters are no longer fit for repair. 

In the face of this situation, the plants of two 
of the larger manufacturers of farm implements 
~—Allis-Chalmers and J. I. Case—have been 
closed by striges for months. Three of the five 
J. I, Case plants have been closed since last 
December; those of Allis-Chalmers have been 
closed since early May. 

Allis-Chalmers had a poor record in labor 
Management during the war, and operated by 
virtue of directives forced on it by the War 
Labor Board, The strike came when the com- 
pany denounced the directives imposed by the 
WLB. The unions have offered to mediate or 
arbitrate the issues, but the ‘companies have 
steadfastly refused. 

The Milwaukee Journal, a level-headed news- 
paper situated ‘near several of the Case plants, 
said recently of the Case strike: 

The strike was not called on the spur of 
the moment by any hot-headed union offi- 
cial, but only after all other means to obtain 
what the union desired had been exhausted. 
It is difficult to see how any self-respecting 
union, unable ... to get the company to 
agree to mediation, conciliation or arbitra- 
tion of what the union considers its essen- 
tial demands, could do anything else but 
strike. 

The Pittsburgh Press, published in the home 
town of one of the Allis-Chalmers plants, has 
referred editorially to the executives of Allis- 
Chalmers and of J, I. Case as the “John L.s in 
management” and suggested Government seizure 
of the plants. The Press said: 

Government seizure and strike settlement 
can be unfair to reasonable employers against 
whom unreasonable strikes are called. But 
this situation is the reverse. 

When the unions agreed to accept the find- 
ings of a Government fact-finding board and 
the companies refused, Secretary of Labor 
Schwellenbach was ready to seize the plants and 
negotiate a contract with the workers, But 
the Office of War Mobilization and Reconver- 
sion cut the ground from under him by 
saying that the Department of Agriculture 
would be responsible for the seizure in this case. 
As might have been expected of him, Secretary 
of Agriculture Anderson refused to take a posi- 
tive course. 

' So the strikes drag on. The workers go with- 
out wages, the farmers without machinery, and 
starving people go without food. This is no time 
for inter-departmental shadow boxing. The sit- 
uation demands action. The man to get action 


is President Truman. 
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Navy’s Elation, Nation’s Loss 

Navy boosters in Washington are said to be 
claiming a “great victory” because President 
Truman had decided to drop plans for an Army- 
Navy merger for this session of Congress. Thus 
the necessity for unified command of the armed 
forces, a lesson learned in the last war, is left 
hanging like a spluttering distributor on a high- 
powered engine. That is not a victory for the 
Navy or anyone else. It is simply a temporary 
defeat for military efficiency, and for the power 
and security of the United States. 
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“In view of the explosion of the bomb at 
Bikini,” writes Col.. Robert R. McCormick in 
the Chieago Tribune, “it is obvious that I should 
interrupt my series on the Army and Navy to 
discuss this matter of outstanding interest.”

Bostonians are protected against anything re- 
motely approaching a moral problem by their 
famous city censorship, whose chief effect has 
been to popularize some very dull books and to 
prevent any revelation of Boston’s true morality. 
Censorship is not a test of morals; it is a refusal 
to test morals. The ethics of morals are such 
that they seem to require temptation—suitably 
resisted, of course, 

In that respect, we St. Louisans have been 
privileged, by lack of censorship and blue-nosed 
invasion of our privacy, to build up a strong re- 
sistance. Restraint forbids further comment on 
our moral stamina, but certainly St. Louis will 
not bow to Boston as a symbol of morality, In 
fact, we suspect that Boston’s morals look 
extra-special only because nothing is known 
about them. 
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Bonds to End Neglect 


Approval of the proposed $4,000,000 bond is- 
sue by the Democratic City Committee makes 
political support of this necessary measure unan- 
imous, The Republican Committee indorsed the 
bond proposal earlier, and both parties intend 
to make their positions plain on sample ballots.

Between Book 


How Not to Make Friends 


THE GREAT GLOBE ITSELF, by William C. Bullitt. 

(Charles Scribner's Sons, New York.) 

This is a typical “Reader's Digest” choice 
-——a name author, a pretense of scholarship, 
a consistent substitution of interpretation 
for fact, a violent anti-Russian bias and a 
Readers who prefer their 
books selectively capsuled should be inter- 
ested to know that the excerpts chosen for 
the July “Reader’s Digest” are all from 
the first two-thirds, in which ex-Ambassa- 
dor Bullitt presents his grounds for con- 
demning Russia, and none from the last 
third, in which he outlines his plan for 
our future diplomatic course. 

Two fallacies largely invalidate Mr. Bul- 
litt’s historical argument: the assumption 
that Russian international policies were ir- 
reparably fixed for all time in 1917, and 
the assumption that a past event, such as 
the Russian defense of the Liberum Veto 
in the Eighteenth Century Polish Parlia- 
ment, makes inevitable a future event, such 
as Russia’s permanent refusal ever to 
modify its present stand on the veto in 
the Security Council.

Nevertheless, time may ultimately prove 
Mr. Bullitt right in his conviction that 
every Russian move is a calculated step 
toward the military and ideological en- 
slavement of the whole world. A Commu- 
nist world was the dream of 1917, and 
doubtless some still hope that, since the 
revolution did not come as Lenin prom- 
ised, by spontaneous uprising of workers 
throughout the world, it may be brought 
to the world as it was to most of Russia, 
by force of arms. Flush with victory over 
the Nazi armies, some doubtless dream 
of world conquest and its personal power 
and glory. 

But time may prove that Russia’s pres- 
ent desires, in contrast to her methods, are, 
as she claims, defensive rather than ag- 
gressive. Her methods are deplorable, in 
the countries where she has established 
control no less brutish than Hitler’s, But 
so far she has sought no more than a coun- 
try and a regime in fear of its life might 
understandably want. 

It is not Mr. Bullitt’s interpretation that 
fs censurable but his presentation of that 
interpretation as irrefutable fact. Obvi- 
ously, a course adapted to only one set of 
possibilities will not serve when alternative 
eventualities must be prepared for,

Briefly, Mr. Bullitt proposes: 1. A de- 
fensive military league of all democracies. 
2. A United States of Europe led by France 
but sponsored, supported and defended by 
England and America. 3. The active po- 
litical, economic and, if necessary, military 
opposition to Russia in all that Russia 
seeks. 4. An ambitious Russian-language 
propaganda campaign. Make lots of bombs. 
Organize the remainder of the world. Ap- 
ply economic pressure ruthlessly. And yet 
hold out a friendly hand to the Russian 
people and all other peoples subjugated 
by the Communists. 

It scarcely seems a promising plan for 
developing the amity, the mutual confi- 
dence, the educational and economic im- 
provement which are the only conditions 
under which international friendship can 


take root,

Tom Horn may not have been the last 
of the bad men except as he is related to

Horn would appear to have been a nat- 
ural killer by reason of his bad bringing- 
up in Missouri. At least, it was during 
his early years in this State that he dis- 
closed an aptitude for it. If nature and 
early conditions were to blame for it, he 
improved himself to such an extent that 
in later years he described himself as “an 
exterminatin’ so-and-so” whose business 
was killing. 

As a killer by trade, he worked for the 
Western cattle barons, specializing in the 
extermination of small ranchers encroach- 
ing on the open range. Horn gave them 
the trade name of rustlers and some of 
them may have been, but when it came to 
killing, he was not a discriminating person. 

As the last of the bad men, Horn 
came to a bad end, at the end of a rope, 
to be exact. It was legally done after he 
had illegally and cold-bloodedly killed a 
young boy who couldn’t have been a 
rustler,

At the hanging, Tom Horn was the most 
composed man present. He reproved a dep- 
uty sheriff for showing nervousness and 
supervised the tying of the death noose. As 
the gunman stood on the trap, the hang- 
man said, ‘They want to sing for you, Tom.”

Two principal themes occupy Miss Bridge 
in her newest novel: the superiority of 
primitive life to fashionable life and the 
superiority of traditional aristocratic so- 
ciety, replete with constitutional monarch, 
to democracy, which she believes to lack 
a high tradition of public service, The 
peasant and the aristocrat represent twe 
aspects of the conservative and traditional 
life which she finds good; the orous 
woman of fashion (and the poor little girls 
who ape her) and the go-getting plutocrat, 
gorging himself on his country’s wealth, 
represent, for her, modern democracy— 
specifically America. 

To express her idea, she contrives a plot 
in which a discontented woman of fashion 
journeys to a backward settlement in Ab 
bania. There she finds satisfaction in 
work with her hands, contentment and joy 
with people scarcely touched by modern 
notions of convenience and comfort,

Other characters in this rather talky 
novel are a Swedish labor expert, a well- 
known English woman writer and an 
American diplomat. International as Miss 
Bridge is, she has little notion of how 
Americans really talk, and genuine Amert- 
can idioms in the diplomat’s speech stum- 
ble headlong over phrases that only an 
Englishman could have uttered. 

Her lack of knowledge of our speech, 
however, is inconsequential when com- 
pared to her whole misconception of Amer 
ican life, made up, apparently, of notions 
gathered from the international set, the 
motion pictures and the illustrated press. 
The book reflects, interestingly, British 
fear of American influence, a fear to which 
Britons have every right if we are the 
sort we are made out to be in the book. 

Many of Miss Bridge’s points are sound 
enough, and have been made by American 
observers: we are too materialistic, too 
much in love with gadgets, our advertising 
is an appallingly mad influence on our 
people when they pay any attention to it, 
too many people do imitate the movie 
stars, there are too many divorces, we do 
have too many half-educated college grad- 
uates, and there is too little knowledge of 
duty both in public and private life. But 
to assume that this is the whole story, and, 
further, to identify these evils with democ- 
racy, is simply dreadfully bad logic.

WASHINGTON, July 20. 


ISSOURI, home of President Truman and National Demo- 
cratic Chairman Hannegan, is a political battlefield this 


year. 


The outcome of the Senate and House elections, 


besides having a direct effect on the makeup of the next Con- 


gress, will disclose the trend 


of the 1948 presidential cam- 


paign. The Democratic National Committee will make every 


effort for a good showing. 
Democratic Senator Frank P. 


Briggs and most of the 13 incum- 
bent Representatives—seven Dem- 
ocratic and six Republican—will 
be fighting for their political lives. 

Only three or four seats are 
safe. Four Republican and three 
Democratic Representatives are 
from ” districts where a 
switch of less than 4 per cent of 
the 1944 vote would defeat the 
present House member. 

In four districts a switch of less 
than 1 per cent would change the 
representation. 

The first test for Briggs and the 
13, House members is the Aug. 6 
primary. | The showdown will be 
the Nov. 5 election. 

The Post-Dispatch herewith 
presents the liegislative record 
made by Briggs and the 13 Rep- 
resentatives during the current 
Seventy-ninth Congress, which 
began Jan. 3, 1945, and will end 
Jan. 3 next year. 

The charts on this page give 
the roll cails on 27 important 
votes in the Senate and 29 in the 
House. They were chosen to show 
the political philosophies of the 
Senators and Representatives. 
(The issues voted on in the Senate 
and House are not identical be- 
cause often one chamber will 
approve or reject a measure by 
a voice vote or an unrecordable 


Senator and Representative vot- 
ed the way he would have voted 
on these issues, he can make his 
own simple chart by placing plus 
marks on the votes he approves 
and minus marks on those he 
disapproves. But before voting 
for or against an incumbent, 
he might well ascertain from 
the rival candidates how they 
would have voted on these 
Pleasures. 


The Missouri map on the page 
shows congressional districts 
and the names of present Rep- 
resentatives. 

The roll call is impressive only 
in that it shows that Missourians 
in Con are grouped in about 
the same way as Congress itself. 

Senator Briggs is a newspaper 
publisher at Macon. Senators with 
a similar background are Arthur 
Vandenberg of Michigan and Ar- 
thur Capper of Kansas, both Re- 
publicans. Briggs calls himself a 
“liberal thinker” and .says his 
votes, as a rule, “have been on 
the side of the less privileged and 
middle class folks.” 

Representatives John J. Coch- 
ran and John B. Sullivan, St. Louis 


Democrats, are the State’s urban 
liberals, Walter Ploeser, St. Louis 
Republican, votes with the prop- 
erty-minded Republican conserva- 
tives. Dewey Short (Rep.) of Ga- 
lena, is-the hillbilly demagogue. 
Clarence Cannon of Elsberry, 
Ninth District, who is chairman of 
the Appropriations Committee, il- 
lustrates how a man of ordinary 
talents can rise high in the con- 
gressional seniority system by 
mere political survival. Cannon is 
serving his twelfth term and ask- 
ing for a thirteenth. C. Jasper 
Bell (Dem. of Blue Springs, rep- 
resents the office-holding type. 
Wat Arnold (Rep.) of Kirksville, 
is the small-town merchant with 
a taste for politics. Roger C. 
Slaughter (Dem.) of Kansas City, 
William C. Cole (Rep.) of St. 
Joseph, Marion T. Bennett (Rep.) 
of Springfield and Orville Zim- 
merman (Dem.) of Kennett are 
lawyers, as are most of the Con- 
gress. Max Schwabe (Rep.) of 
Columbia, like Ploeser, is an in- 
surance man. A. 8. J. Carnahan 
(Dem.) of Ellsinore, was a high 
school teacher before he came to 
Washington, 

In answering roll calls, these 
men reflect a combination of their 
personal backgrounds, what they 
think are the sentiments of their 
constituents, and the demands of 
party discipline, ' 

The Republicans are much more 
amenable to the dictates of their 
party leaders and generally vote 
as a “conservative” bloc. 


Although rollcalls are the best 
recorded evidence of a member’s 
viewpoint, it should be noted that 
a vote for passage of a bill or a 
conference report is not neces- 
sarily significant. Often a mem- 
ber will vote for weakening or 
nullifying amendments, as Donnell 
did on the recent OPA extension 
legislation, then turn around and 
vote for the bill. The House has 
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DONNELL (REP.) 
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the record of Missourians in Congress.

The House Democrats often ig- 
nore White House orders. The de- 
fections of Slaughter, particularly 
his anti-Administration votes in 
the Rules Committee, caused Tru- 
man to announce publicly this 
week that he opposed Slaughter’s 
renomination. The President ac- 
knowledged that he had encour- 
aged James Pendergast, Kansas 
City boss, to indorse Enos Axtell 
for the nomination. 

Briggs, appointed by Gov. Don- 
nelly to the seat vacated when 
Truman became Vice President, 
has had a notably undistinguished 
record during his 18 months in 


Washington. As the protege of 
Truman and Hannegan he was 
given excellent committee assign- 
ments for a freshman—Interstate 
Commerce, Military Affairs and 
Truman's place on National De- 
fense Investigation, His minor as- 
signments were to the District of 
Columbia, Printing, and Territor- 
ies and Insular Affairs, The num- 
ber and variety of these commit- 


‘tees are further evidence of the 


need of the LaFollette-Monroney 
Congressional] Reorganization bill. 

In return for his appointment, 
the choice committee assignments 


and for Truman-Hannegan sup- 
port in his primary contest, Briggs 


has been a 100 per cent White 
House supporter. 

Apparently believing that a 
freshman should be seen—and 
vote “right”—and not be heard, 
he has Made only one speech on 
the Senate floor. This was in de- 
fense of Hannegan’s nomination 
to be Postmaster General, Sena- 
tor Donnell had spoken at length 
against the nomination and moved 
that it be recommitted to the Post 
Office Committee for further con- 
sideration. Before this motion 
was defeated 28 to 35, Briggs made 
an eight-minute speech. 

Although saying that as a for- 


mer president pro tempore of the 


Missouri Senate he knew as much 
about the Donnell-McDaniel gover- 
norship contest as any man in 
Missouri, he contented himself 
with remarking that Hannegan 
had nothing to do with the filing 
of the contest and had merely 
supported what the Democratic 
majorities of the Senate and 
House said should be done. 

Of the three St. Louis Repre- 
sentatives, Cochran and Sullivan 
have consistently “liberal” records. 
Ploeser has been just as consis- 
tently “conservative.” 

The two Democrats cast almost 
identical votes. 

Cochran, confined to his bed in 
the Bethesda Naval Hospital, an- 
nounced Tuesday his withdrawal 
from the Democratic primary. In 
a letter to Chairman John J. 
Dwyer of the Thirteenth District 
Democratic Congressional Com- 
mittee he gave his “unqualified 
indorsement” for the nomination 
to Frank M. Karsten, 33 years 
old, his secretary for 12 years. As 
a Representative Karsten could be 
counted on to carry on the Coch- 


fran tradition, both by his votes 
and the seemingly necessary “mes- 
senger boy” services for the St. 
Louis community. 

Cochran had no opposition in 
the 1944 election. His withdrawal 
probably means that the Repub- 
licans will put up a hard fight in 
this district, 


Cochran has been voted by 
Washington correspondents one of 
the “most valuable Representa- 
tives.” He enjoys great respect in 
Congress and throughout the. Ex- 
ecutive Department. He is chair- 
man of the important Accounts 
Committee and is the oldest mem- 
ber in service on the almost equal- 
ly important Committee on Expen- 
ditures in the Executive Depart- 
ments. His other committee as- 
signments are Coinage, Weights 
and Measures, Enrolled Bills and 
Conservation of Wildlife Re- 
sources. He was first elected to 
Congress in 1926 and continuously 
been re-elected. 


Sullivan, who will be 49 years 


old in October, was first elected 


to Congress in 1940 with a plural- 
ity of 17,634. In 1942 Louis Miller 
(Rep.) defeated him by 565 votes. 
Sullivan's plurality in 1944 was 
20,916. This was a Roosevelt pres- 
idential election year, however, 
and the Republicans now think 
they have a good chance in this 
off-year election. Sullivan is a 
member of the important Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce Com- 
mittee. 

Ploeser, 39 years old, has an 
almost 100 per cent anti-Roosevelt, 
anti-Truman record. Elected first 
in 1940, his Old Guard Republican- 
ism brought him the coveted as- 
signment to the powerful Appro- 
priations Committee He has also 
been an active member of the Spe- 
cial Committee to Investigate and 
Study Problems of Small Business. 


Organized labor has generally 
opposed Ploeser, just as it has 
supported Cochran and Sullivan. 
Ploeser, like other Republican 
members of the Missouri delega- 
tion, has been a bitter critic of 
the OPA and supported crippling 


amendments to the draft law. 

He won two years ago with a 
majority of only 8334 out of a total 
vote of 228,454. Thus, theore 
a switch of 1.9 per cent of the v 
in this district would defeat him 
this year, But in 1942, an off-year 
election, his majority was 16,680 
when the total vote was about half 
what it was in the presidential 
year. 


The dean of the Missouri dele 
gation is Clarence Cannon (Dem.), 
67 years old, chairman of the Ap- 
propriations Committee, who was 
first elected to. represent the 
Ninth, or the former Champ 
Clark, District in 1922. Before that 
he had been secretary to Speaker 
Clark and House parliamentarian, 
He is the author of several defi- 
nitive works on House procedure, 

Cannon is one of the most in- 
fluential men in Congress because 
of his chairmanship of the Ap-- 
propriations Committee. As such 
he might be expected to be a

primary campaign one of the out- 


standing contests in the nation in publie interest. 


The consensus of political lead- 
ers here and throughout the state 


is that the President made a co-| F 


lossal political blunder and that 
the results of the primary Aug. 6 
will show that the President, not 
Congressman Slaughter, has been 
repudiated. 

Whether the President’s public 
acknowledgement of his determi- 
nation to defeat the Fifth District 
Congressman was due to reports 
that Slaughter probably would be 
renominated in a three-candiate 
contest and a feeling that through 
the prestige of the presidency he 
could turn the tide, has not been 
disclosed. 

It is known that he took his ac- 
tion in the full knowledge that a 
logical result could be the elec- 
tion of the Republican candidate, 
Albert L. Reeves Jr., in the No- 
vember election. One Democrat 
here, formerly in high party po- 
sition and still active in politics, 
‘ gsserts that there is evidence 
_that the President prefers a Re- 
publican to Slaughter. 

The candidates, in addition to 
Slaughter, who has a strong per- 
sonal following, are Jerome Walsh, 
whom Slaughter defeated for the 
nomination in 1944, and Enos A. 
Axtell, a comparatively unknown 
lawyer. Walsh is of the Shannon 
faction and has the support of the 
AFL unions. Axtell has the sup- 
port of the President, the Pender- 
gast faction and the CIO-PAC. 
Slaughter's strength is with the 
clean-up forces, the independent 
voters, the business element and 
the Republicans. 


Showdown for Control. 


The campaign finds the prac- 
tical politicians divided in a fight 
which goes beyond the Congres- 
sional campaign. It is a show- 
down of the Pendergast and Shan- 
non factions for control of Jack- 
son county affairs.. There has 
been something of a realignment 
of political forces since the cam- 
‘paign two years ago, Pendergast 
having gained important support 
which he did not have in the 
last campaign. 

He has made his peace with 
Charley Binaggio, leader of an 
extensive Italian vote in the 
north end wards of Kansas City, 
and with the Roger Sermon forces 
in Jackson county outside the city. 
He also has brought back into 
the Pendergast fold Henry Mc- 
Kissick, known as the Fifteenth 
Street leader, who is reputed to 
control a relatively heavy vote. 

James Pendergast, nephew of 
the late Tom Pendergast, who 
built the machine and controlled 
it until he was sent to the peni- 
tentiary for income tax frauds, is 
the head of the machine and has 
been struggling to restore its pres- 
tige. He has exhibited a strong 
inclination to bring it to good 
standing by supporting candidates 
who would meet with the approval 
of independent voters. 

Summoned to Washington. 

He favored the renomination of 
Slaughter until the President ex- 
erted his influence. Pendergast 
was summoned to Washington 
more than a month ago by the 
President after Truman had been 
informed that Pendergast had 
said that he was “practically 
pledged” to Slaughter. 

Although there has been no 
authoritative report of the con- 
versation by either of the prin- 
cipals, the story currently told in 
Kansas City is that the President 
in effect said to Pendergast: “Are 
you with the President or against 
him?” Pendergast is said to have 
hesitated a moment, and to have 
replied, in effect: “Well, of course, 
if you put it that way, I'll have to 
go along.” 

Whatever was the exact conver- 
sation, the President has publicly 
admitted that he asked Pender- 
gast to oppose Slaughter. It is 
known that up to their meeting 
Pendergast was favorable to 
Slaughter, and that on his return 
to Kansas City he immediately 
announced his support of Axtell. 

Large Independent Vote. 

The Fifth District includes the 
higher-class residential section of 
Kansas City. While it has a large 
vote deliverable by the factional 
political bosses, it also has a large 
independent vote and a heavy 
vote which has been going to 
clean-up candidates since the col- 
lapse of the power of the Pender- 
gast machine in 1939. 

Although the congressional con- 
test was admittedly close before 
the President entered the fight, 
well-informed Democratic  poli- 
ticians expressed the opinion that 
Slaughter would be renominated. 
Since the President got into it, 
they say they are more convinced 
of Slaughter’s success. 

The base their opinion on the 
fecling that there will be public 
resentment of interference by the 
President in a local political con- 
test, on the belief that Truman 
has lost prestige through his 
handling of public affairs, and 
on the belief that there will be a 
very large number of Republicans 
who will vote in the Democratic 
primary, virtually all of them for 
Slaughter. 

No G.O.P, Contests., 


The Republicans have no im- 
portant primary contests. Virtual- 
ly their only party interest is in 
the nomination of James P. Kem, 
Kansas City lawyer, for United 
States Senator, and they are so 
certain that Kem will be nomi- 
nated without their votes, that 
many of them are disposed to en- 
ter the Democratic primary to aid 
in repudiation of the President in 
his home town. Truman, however, 


. 


does not reside in the Fifth dis- 
trict, being a resident of the 
ourth, 


Mrs. James A. Reed, wealthy 
widow of the late Senator, is 
leader of a group which is actively 
organizing women voters for 
Slaughter. It is much the same 
group which worked intelligently 
and effectively in the clean-up 
elections, 

With the labor vote in the dis- 
trict divided, the CIO for Axtell 
and the AFL for Walsh, it is not 
expected to have much bearing on 
the outcome of the campaign. 
Neither labor group is counted as 
particularly -strong in the district. 

Although the Democratic pri- 
mary vote throughout the state 
is expected to be small this year, 
informed politicians in Kansas 
City are estimating a vote of near- 
ly 30,000 in the Fifth District, 
about 6000 more than two years 
ago. They express the belief that 
the increased vote will be from 
independents and Republicans and 
will be due largly to the Presi- 
dent’# participation in the cam- 
paign. Now they are figuring 
Slaughter to wifi, with Axtell sec- 
ond and Walsh third. 


COURSE AT HADLEY SCHOOL 


More than 70 veterans, employed 
as apprentice bricklayers, have. 
enrolled in a four-year course in 
bricklaying at the Hadley Techni- 
cal High School, 3405 Bell avenue.

son regain his sight. 

Miss Tefft, a shoe company em- 
ploye, said she learned of the or- 
ganization’s activities while visit- 
ing her brother, LeRoy Tefft, in a 
naval hospital in New York. He 
had lost the right eye in combat, 
and although his other eye was 
saved without the aid of the Eye

Up to that 
time Carnahan had not held an 
elective public office. 


Carnahan has a “liberal” record 
unequaled in the Missouri House 
delegation. On almost all impor- 
tant issues his position has been 
almo:.t diametrically opposite that 
of Republican Dewey Short of the 
neighboring Seventh District. For 
-. freshman, Carnahan was given 
good committee assignments. He 
is a member of the Flood Control, 
ines and Mining, Territories and 
orld War Veterans’ legislation 
committees. 

The “Ham Fish of the Ozarks.” 


“Dewey Short, Republican, of 
Galena, Mo.,” is the only informa- 
tion the representative of the Sev- 
enth District gives, about himself 
i: ‘the current Congressional Di- 
rectory. This is a contrast to his 
verbose utterances in the House 
ana on the hustings. Because of 
his isolationist record, he has been 
called “the Ham Fish of the 
Ozarks.” . Whenever the Republi- 
can leaders want a bitterly parti- 
san speech they call on Short and 
he delivers.’ 
If the Republicans should win 
control of the House this year, 
Short. would be:chairman of the 
Irrigation and Reclamation Com- 
mittee. He is the second ranking 
Republican on the Military Affairs 
Committee. 
As dean of the Missouri Repub- 
licans — he was first elected in 
1928 and skipped two terms until 
elected again in 1934—Short has 
great influence with members of 
the party delegation with less 
service. He is 48 years old. In 
hic gerrymandered Republican 
district he: received in the 1944 
election 76,180 votes to his Demo- 
cratic opponent's 42,929. 
During his first term, Short put 
into his Congressional Directory 
autobiography a list of schools 
and universities he attended, These 
included Harvard, Heidelberg, Uni- 
versity of Berlin and Oxford. The 
period for these covered from 
1922 to 1925. His Who’s Who 
autobiography states that he was 
professor of philosophy and psy- 
chology at Southwestern College, 
Winfield, Fan., in 1923 and 1924. 
Zimmerman in Tenth. 
If Zimmerman’s rural, anti- 
organized labor constituency is 
considered, the Democratic Rep- 
resentative from the Tenth or 
Southeast District has had a fairly 
consistent “liberal” voting record. 
He is 66 years old and was first 
elected to the House in 1932. He 
is the third man in length of 
service on the Agriculture Com- 
mitfee and is a member of the 
special (Colmer) committee on 
Postwar Economic Policy and 
Planning. 
The closest congressional elec- 
tion in Missouri in 1944 returned 
Republican Representative Max 
Schwabe from the usually Demo- 
cratic Second District.: His plural- 
ity was a scant 270 in a total vote 
of 121,455. In the non-presiden- 
tial year of 1942 he won his first 
election by a mere 566 margain. 
The Democrats think they have 
good prospects in this district this 
year; but they thought so in 1942 
and 1944, too. 

Schwabe, 40 years old, has been 
a follower of Dewey Short but 
lacks his senior’s vocabulary and 
oratorical effects. His committee 
assignments are Accounts, Educa- 
tion, Flood Control. 

Another close 1944,election was 
that of Republican Cole in the 
Third or Northwest District. His 
plurality was 1447 in a total of 
105,989. In the off year of 1942 
he won by a margin of 9119, Re- 
publicans predict, of course, that 
he will do much better this year 
than in the 1944 Roosevelt elec- 
tion year. Cole, who is 48 years 
old, has good committee assign- 
ments: Post Office and Post Roads.

Republi- 
cans are confident this year, de- 
spite the fact that it has generally 
been considered a Democratic dis- 
trict. Arnold is 66 years old. His 
cOmmittees are Indian Affairs, 
Public Buildings and Grounds, 
War Claims, and Immigration and 
Naturalization. 

Slaughter’s District “Marginal.” 


Although the CIO lists the 
Fifth District, represented by 
Democratic Roger C. Slaughter, 
was “marginal,” the incumbent is 
likely to have as much trouble in 
the primary as in the election. 
Slaughter’s election plurality in 
1944 was 5193 in a total of 101,- 
474. In 1942, however, his plural- 
ity was only 1080. 


Although the CIO-PAC and the 
National Citizens-PAC deny that 
they have a “purge” list, Slaugh- 
ter, 41 years old and serving his 
second term, is expected to be 
opposed in the primary and, if 
nominated, in the election by or- 
ganized labor. 


He has repeatedly joined the 
Southern Democratic conserva- 
tives in fighting Truman’s recom- 
mendations. He has been an ef- 
fective opponent because of his 
membership on the powerful 
House Rules Committee, It is un- 
usual for a second-termer to be 
on this committee, and, according 
to administration spokesmen, he 
was given the coveted assignment 
in the belief that he would sup- 
port the administration. 


On this committee, he cast the 
pivotal vote against the Presi- 
dent’s F.E.P.C. recommendations. 

He is chairman of a recently 
authorized special committee to 
investigate the War Assets Ad- 
ministration. Democratic leaders 
think he is looking for scandals 
witu which to embarrass the Pres- 
ident, who has let it be known, 
in positive terms, that he would 
be pleased if Slaughter were de- 
feated in the primary. 

Bell, Bennett Fairly Safe. 

Two other representatives have 
fairly safe seats, C. Jasper Bell 
(Dem.) of the Fourth District and 
Marion T. Bennett (Rep.) of the 
Sixth, 

Bell, 61 years old, is chairman 
of the Insular Affairs Committee, 
which handled the Philippine In- 
dependence legislation, and is a 
member of the Filipino Rehabilita- 
tion Commission. He was first. 
elected in 1934 and has been re- 
turned by comfortable majorities 
ever since.- Although the primary 
was only a few weeks away, he 
attended the Philippine Inde 
pendence inauguration July 4. 

Bennett, 32-year-old son of the 
late Representative Phil A. Ben- 
nett of the same district, is the 
darling of the Republican Con- 
gressional Committee because he 
has been able to pile up big ma- 
jorities in what used to be a close 
district. He wom a special elec- 
tion to succeed his fathe®iin 1943 
and was re-elected in 1944, each 
time by the largest pluralities ever 
given a congressional candidate in 
that district. His committee as- 
signments are Census, Territories 
and World War Veterans’ Legis- 
lation. Like Ploeser and Short, 
his philosophy, as shown by his 
votes, has been definitely ‘“con- 
servative.” rs 

Both major parties this year 
have been fearful of the smal] 
vote usual in this non-presidential 
election year. In the primaries 
already held in various parts of 
the country, the turn-out has not 
been large. This plays into the 
hands of the professional politi- 
cians and their machines. 

The independent voter has it 
within his power to contribute di- 
rectly to selection of a candidate 
he favors or in the defeat of one 
he disapproves. He can assert 
that power by registering and vot- 
ing. In some respects the primary 
is more important than the elec- 
tion. A vote there often has twice 
the weight it has in an election.

GROMYKO GIVES 
VIEW ON ATOMIC 
DATA EXGHANGE 


Stresses Need for Full 
Reciprocation on Use 
of Energy for Peaceful 
Purposes. 


By FRANCIS W. CARPENTER 

NEW YORK, July 20 (AP)— 
Andrei A. Gromyko, Soviet mem- 
ber of the United Nations Atomic 
Energy Commission, declared to- 
day that full co-operation in the 
exchange of information on the 
production and use of atomic 
energy for peaceful purposes is 
essential to the commission’s 
work. 

Without such co-operation, he 
told this correspondent, the work 
of the commission cannot be en- 
tirely successfu!, 

Gromyko, althuugh not naming 
any states, said the representa- 
tives of some countries are very 
sensitive on the point of exchang- 
ing information, 

He emphasized that the Soviet 
proposals advanced in statements 
to the commission provide for the 
fullest possible exchange of scien- 
tific information on the produc- 
tion of atomic energy and its use 
for “peaceful purposes.” He ges- 
tured emphatically when he said 
“peaceful purposes.” . 

Gromyko said it was his im- 
pression that the question of the 
exchange of information was not 
esteemed properly in the commis- 


sion. 
His Four Proposals. 

Gromyko sat in yesterday at 
the first meeting of the commis- 
sion’s scientific and technical ad- 
visory committee. He said he had 
repeated his proposals at that 
meeting on the tasks of the com- 
mission. 

.He outlined them as: 

1, Concerning the contents of 
scientific discoveries on _ the 
splitting of the atomic nucleus 
and other discoveries connected 
with obtaining and using atomic 
energy. 

2. Concerning the technology 
and the organization of techno- 
logical processes for obtaining 
and using atomic energy. 


3. Concerning the organiza- 
tion and methods of industrial 
production of atomic energy and 
the use of this energy. 

4. Concerning the forms, 
sources, and location of the raw 
materials necessary for obtain- 
ing atomic energy. 

No Demand for Bomb Data.

Happy Holiday 
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Fun and Fishing 
On Current River 


By Leonard Hall 


ACH year, more for fun than for fishing, we take a Fourth 
E of July float on the Current River, This year there were 
12 of us, counting the guides, and we were loaded with 
enough equipment to have spent months exploring the upper 
Amazon, It’s a wonder we 

didn’t dcare every fish in 

the river with our flotilla— 

to say nothing of the other 

fishermen—and yet we did 

manage to take enough 


bass, jack salmon, goggle . 


eye and sunfish to furnish 
a couple of meals for a 
dozen hungry men. Our 
best luck was with live bait, 
including Brent’s 3% pound 
smal-mouth which was well 
worth packing in ice to 
bring home. But in addition 
to the fish caught on min- 
nows, we took some on flies 
and bait casting lures, so 
that everyone was satisfied 
as far as angling was con- 
cerned. We even caught 
fish in the most unlikely 
spots, as when Bud tossed 
his plug out into the middle 
of the river in a long, slow stretch where no self-respecting 
fish should be—and right at high noon on our hottest day” 
when no sensible fish would be abroad at all—and pulled in an 
18-inch wall-eye. I caught most of the sunfish on a little two- 
ounce rod from the back end of a cance, which I was paddling 
alone. Walter Bales outfitted the trip for us, as usual, and we 
“put in” at Powder Mill Ferry late in the evening, camping on 
the first bar below Blue Spring, which has lost none of its 
beauty. We had a big time, that first evening, setting off fire- 
works that must have kept folks awake for miles around. 
There were skyrockets that roared up out of the valley like 
a V-2 to clear the towering cliffs and burst in showers of 
colored light, There were “Screaming Meemies” that climbed 
into the air like a buzz bomb, letting off one crashing blast 
after another. I noticed that the boys who had put in their 
share of time in the fox holes sort of hunched their shoulders 
from old habit when those things went off. And down the 
river next Gay they said the kids had enjoyed the show. 
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It is customary for Walter to ask if there are particular 
guides whom you want along. But in more than 20 years 
of fishing with him, there have been few of Walter’s boys 
whom I wouldn’t be glad to take along on any trip. Some 
who were with us this year were friends of other seasons 
and the younger ones were recently home from service. 
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@ GARLAND WINTERBOTTOM, WHO goes by the name of 
“Sairy” and generally bosses the trip from the back end of a 
commissary boat, ran a fishing boat this year. He sprained 
his ankle on a float when Fibber McGee and Molly went down 
the river recently and it hadn’t gotten strong enough for hand- 
ling the camping gear and grub boxes. I suspect Garland 
sprained that ankle at the big square dance which the natives 
gave for Fibber and Molly one night down below Button Rock 
School House; but he denies this. He is a fine fellow to have 
along on any trip—big, quiet, capable and solid as a rock. 
Otho Sconce ran our commissary and did the cooking and I 
have never eaten b etter on Current River. When Otho fries 
fish, the grease is so hot it turns the outside a golden brown 
and leaves the meat white and flaky. He did equally well 
with the friers we picked up at Tom Moss’s farm below Blue 
Spring—and barbecued to perfection the big cut of beef we 
were fortunate enough to have with us.

@ BUT COOKING IS THE LEAST of Otho’s accomplishments. 
He operated a radar repair station at the front in Africa, 
Sicily and Italy and can take a Leica camera apart and put it 
together again in the dark. Where he learned all he knows 
about tone values, color separation, lighting, lens and cameras 
of all kinds is more than I can guess, and in several conversa- 
tions he showed an amazing appreciation of the church archi- 
tecture of the Italian cities. But Otho has been running Cur- 
rent River for a long time and seemed glad to be back at it 
again. Floyd and Bud and “Hube,” our three other guides, 
were all good rivermen and good fellows around camp in the 
evenings—and any fish we failed to catch were lost through 
no fault of theirs. The bird life along ithe river is interesting 
and one unusual species recorded on this trip was the scarlet 
Tanager. This tanager is not a rare bird in Missouri, as it 
nests here regularly, but we don’t have them at Possum Trot. 
Another unusual sight was a group of five fullgrown, great 
blue herons which came flapping solemnly down the river 
about 30 feet above my canoe, I held the paddle still and 
floated silently along and the birds didn’t even swing from 
their course. :

Above one deep hollow I watched a red-shouldered 
hawk hunting for an up-draft in which to soar. He finally 
found it and was joined immediately by his mate from a 
pine tree atop the bluff. The two birds had climbed per- 
haps a thousand feet when suddenly a pair of ospry came 
diving down, chasing the hawks away and circling ever 
higher until they were lost in the sun. By that time a half 
dozen turkey vultures had drifted into the up-draft at a 
lower altitude and when I rounded the bend and lost sight 
of them, there were at least six more gliding in from vari- 
ous directions to join the fun. 
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@ NOT THE LEAST PLEASURE on these expeditions is the 
before-supper swim in the clear, cold water which washes 
away the heat of the day and whets an appetite already keen. 
There are some who float the Ozark rivers who at night like 
to tuck themselves into a stuffy tent smelling of canvas and 
water-proofing dope. For my part, I'd rather lay out the bed- 
roll under the myriad stars and wake during the night to see 
the mist creeping over the river or listen to a fox barking, 
away up the mountain, or watch a fire-boat go drifting by with 
its torch lighting up the valley and the native fishermen poised 
on bow and stern, watching for their quarry.

up on charges of conspiracy to 
smuggle aliens into the country, 
or Coast Guard officials, who sus- 
pended six crew members.

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THE NIZAM OF HYDERABAD .. . REFUSES TO BUY 
NEW CLOTHES pig OLD GARMENTS ARE

HYDERABAD, India, July 20. 
HE Nizam of Hyderabad and 
Berar is known as the richest 
man in the world — even he 

does not know his worth—but he 
wears shabby clothes, rides from 
palace to palace in an old car, 
and watches his rupees carefully. 

A small, slight, bespectacled 
gentleman of bookkeeperish ap- 
pearance, he so little looks the 
part of a Moslem potentate that 
a Madras salesman once scoffed 
when he strode in and selected a 
number of automobiles for im- 
mediate purchase, 

Most estimates of the wealth of 
the 60-year-old Nizam, absolute 
ruler for 35 years of more than 
16,000,000 persons in a state ap- 
proximately the size of France 
(Berar is an honorary title), range 
around two billion dollars, 

However, one source said he 
had been given a “vague esti- 
mate” of 250° billion dollars. 

How difficult it might be to 
set a figure is illustrated by the 
story told here of the Nizam’s 
experience before the war with a 
group of European experts Called 
in to appraise his valuables, 

He began with a small table 
full of pearls, black, white and 
tinted, which brought a figure of 
about 333 million dollars from the 
gasping experts. 

But when it came time, after 
much labor, to give a_ total 
for the immense wealth jamming 
his many treasure houses, their 
answer ran something like this: 


“Tt is impossible to say. If all 
these jewels were placed on the 
world market, no gem would be 
worth anything.” 

So the Nizam still retains this 
tremendous hoard, most of it left 
by his free spending father, as

well as his income from extensive 
private lands, palaces, foreign in- 
vestments and other holdings. 
Income from the lands alone is 
reliably estimated at $11,000,000 
annually. Yet his wealth is by no 
means tied up in treasure vaults, 
nor in lands,. palaces or foreign 
investments. Some of it is in al- 
most priceless heirlooms. For in- 
stance, a cabinet of curios, fash- 
ioned from precious stones in one 
palace has been valued at $40,- 


, + 
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The Nizam also is enriched an- 
nually by traditional gifts of gold 
from his people, ranging from one 
to 25 “arshafi,” specially minted 
gold coins worth approximately 
$30 each. 

How much the Nizam worries 
about his riches is illustrated by 
the story of an engineer who 
helped work on his vaults. Sent 
to get several truck loads of gold 
to be placed in one of the treasure 
houses, he found the _ trucks— 
loaded with kegs of gold—standing 
in a garden where they had been 
for several months, protected only 
by a tarpaulin. : 


Yet the Nizam’s subjects relate 
rather proudly that he refuses to 
buy new clothes until the old gar- 
ments are worn out, that he eats 
simply within the regular ration 
limits, that he once used a blanket 
for 40 years, and that he person- 
ally prefers his 1935 British Hum- 
ber to any better automobile. 

During the war, the sovereign 
invoked austerity meals for him- 


self, his household and his sub- 
jects — including his nobles — and 
on one occasion called his cour- 
tiers together and let it be known 
he frowned upon any extrava- 
gances or undue display. 

The Nizam probably could, if 
he liked, lay claim to the largest 
family in the world as well as the 
greatest individual wealth, for he 
is reputed to have more than 100 
children, 

However, only three count s0 
far as accession to the throne is 
concerned, They are the children 
of the Nizam’s first wife, the pre- 
sent begum or queen, 

The Prince of Berar is the heir- 
apparent, and next in line is his 
full brother, Walashan Nawab 
Mir Shujaat Ali Khan Moazzam 
Jah Bahadur. Their sister, a con- 
stant companion of his exalted 
highness, is not officially in the 
line of succession, 

These are the only persons men- 
tioned ordinarily in official publi- 
cations as members of the royal 
family, but it generally is recog- 
nized in Hyderabad that the 
Nizam has three other wives and 
eight other children by them. 


Then there are sources con- 
sidered reliable who claim that 
the number of the Nizam’s off- 
spring, both by his four original 
wives and by numerous others, 
total more than 100, and place 
the number of women in his 
household between 80 and 100. 

However, some people in Hydera- 
bad deprecate this, saying that 
the great number of female re- 


tainers in the palace gives rise to 
such reports. 

Described by those who know 
him as a kindly man, but im- 
patient, the Nizam is about five 
feet, three inches tall and of slight 
build, but with “piercing eyes and 
a magnetic personality.” 

He labors from 8:30 a.m. until 
4:30 p.m. in a hot, low-ceilinged 
room piled with state papers, and 
has a reputation for quick action 
and a wide knowledge of what 
goes on in his dominions, 

He seldom travels outside his 
own state, and never has been 
outside India. But on one occas- 
ion, when he traveled to Calcutta, 
some 500 persons made the jour- 
ney with him, including members 
of the families of his retainers 
down to the lowliest policeman.

At lunchtime, the Nizam ordered 
the train stopped, tents pitched 
and lunch prepared, The train was 
blocking a main track, but that 
did not disturb the Nizam. Rail- 
road authorities sent an appeal to 
India’s capital at New Delhi, The 
order came back: “Let him stop.” 

So for several hours, while the 
meal was prepared and: hundreds 
ate, the Nizam, eating little him- 
self, circulated among noble and 
commoner alike, talking and 
laughing and making certain each 
person in his entourage was well 
fed and having a good time. 

The Nizam has demonstrated on 
a number of occasions the man- 
ner in which he prefers things 
handled, Several years ago he

warned his officials that he be- 
lieved serious communal trouble 
was about to break out between 
Hindus and Moslems and re 
quested that they take precautions 
to prevent it. 

The riots did break out, and the 
police asked the Nizam’s permis- 
sion to use firearms, 

“Nonsense,” the Nizam is quoted 
as replying. “Get out my car.” 

Then he and his driver rode into 
the center of the riot area, where, 
witnesses related, crowds opened 
a way for his automobile and 
hailed him with shouts of “Nizam 
Zindabad.” 

There was no more rioting. 

None in Hyderabad will deny 
the virtues of the Nizam, but there 
are those who sigh for the “good 
old days” of his father. 

Many are the tales of how the 
old Nizam tossed away “a lakh 
(100,000) of rupees” in a single 
gesture if somebody pleased him, 
of how he loved lavish entertain- 
ment and dancing girls. 

One of the favorite stories about 
the eighth Asaf Jah—the present 
Nizam is the ninth—relates how 
he so enriched his faithful Armen- 
ian valet, Abid, with royal gifts 
that the 40-rupee-a-month servant 
died leaving a fortune of two mil- 
lion British pounds, 

When the Nizam returned after 
a night out to find the faithful 
Abid awaiting to undress him and 
put him to bed it was nothing, say 
the story-tellers, for him to toss 
Abid a ring or trinket worth per- 
haps $30,000 or $40,000. Next 
morning Abid would attempt to 
return it, but with regal gesture 
the Nizam always refused. 

The late Nizam died in August, 
1911. The days of oriental splen- 
dor and showers of gold for minor 
favors are gone, and well the 
people of Hyderabad know it. 

But it does not prevent them 
from occasionally looking at a 
portrait of their late and hand- 
some ruler and sighing: 

“Ah, what a man he was!”

Escaped Detection for Four Years by Hiding in Attic—Gave Up When Pa Ran Out of Cash

of whom eventually put on a uni- 
form, Agents quickly learned to 
spot them, from the youths who 
took “goof balls’—benzedrine sul- 
phate or quinine—before_ their 
physicals, to one Everett Steward 
of Valley Station, Ky., who im- 
personated every member of his 
family at one time or another to 
prove that he was dead and 
buried. 

It is even recorded that a fellow 
in Orangeville, Pa., posed his girl 
friend as his wife and borrowed 
a baby from one of the neighbors 
in order to achieve reclassifica- 
tion, None of these artful gentle- 
men fooled the FBI. But the 
aforementioned Gabriel brothers 
were not artful, They simply hid 
in a closet. 

It was a small closet in the 
attic of their parents’ home in 
Ontarioville, Ill, and for nearly 
four years they spent much of 
tHeir time in it, Time and again, 
federal agents almost literally 
sniffed at their feet, prowled 
within a few yards of them, passed 
so close the brothers had to hold 
their breath. Yet when the husky 
foursome surrendered, they did so 
not because they were afraid they 
had been discovered, but largely 
because Pa had run out of funds. 

The scene of this incredible 
story is a small, unpainted barn 
without electricity or running 
water, 50 yards off the dirt road 
running into Ontarioville, The 
barn stands on a four-acre plot 
which Papa Gabriel bought six 
years ago, when he retired from 
freight-car cleaning on a pension 
from the Chicago, Milwaukee, St. 
Paul & Pacific Railroad. He in- 
tended to build a house to go with

the barn, but the war changed all 
that, 

Ontarioville, a community of 215 
souls about 29 miles northwest of 
Chicago, was as curious as such 
towns usually are about newcom- 
ers, but the residents never found 
out much, Charles Gabriel, some 
of them knew, had come from a 
tiny village in Austria and set- 
tled in Chicago as a young man. 
He would stop in at Maurie and 
Ty's Place for a beer on his 
thrice-weekly visits to town to 
pick up the mail, but he would 
never say more than hello, nice 
day today. 

SO, eee, fee 


The boys? No one knew much 
about them, either. Ernest, the 
youngest, had been crippled in an 
automobile accident as a child. 
He and Henry stayed in school in 
Chicago after the family moved 
to the country. Henry attended 
Wright Junior College and when 
he came to Ontarioville he joined 
the Immanuel Lutheran Church’s 
social activities once or twice, 


Albert, the oldest, worked in a 
bicycle shop in Elgin for a while 
and Frank, the next oldest, once 
got a job cutting weeds along 
the highway for the state. Be- 
tween jobs they puttered around 


their father’s place. “They kept 
pretty much to themselves,” On- 
tarioville says of them now, 


As the war approached, 
family faced an impasse. Papa 
Gabriel was “against” the war. 
He did not care about Hitler, but 
he had relatives in the old coun- 
try. “All this killing and killing, 
there is no sense to it,” he still 
says feelingly. His objection to 
war is not on religious grounds, 
however, and he does not pretend 
80, 

The boys shared his aversion to 
fighting. Nevertheless, Albert, 
who is now 40, registered for the 
draft. Frank, who is 28, didn’t; 
and as the two younger brothers 
came of registration age they 
didn’t, either. Albert got his no- 
tice to report for induction. He 
went and was rejected for a hear- 
ing defect. A few months later 
he got another notice. He was to 
report on July 6, 1942. The four 
brothers conferred. Why should 
Albert go when the others had not 
even registered? All four of them 
avowed to hide out. 


Albert built a partition across 
a corner of the attic, forming a 
closet with a small window to 
serve as a lookout’s post. With 
gomeone on watch  eonstantly, 


the 


they stood ready to duck into the 
closet the instant a stranger ap- 
peared. Edward W. Holloran, 
special agent for the FBI came 
out as often as twice a month to 
question the parents. The moment 
he arrived, Ma Gabriel would col- 
lapse in a dead faint. Pa Gabriel 
would point pathetically at a 
large cancerous wound which has 
eaten away the skin on his right 
temple, then point to his throat 
and wiggle his handlebar mus- 
tache futilely a couple of times 
to show Holloran that he couldn't 
talk. When Holloran asked about 
the boys, Pa would shrug and ex- 
plain as inaudibly as _ possible 
that they had disappeared. Where, 
he did not know.

Fruit 


Snacks 
By the Chef 


F tresnment in the good old 
summertime I am indebted to 
a friend of mine from Sweden, a 
bon vivant and gourmet par ex- 
eellence who has made a study 
ofthe “smorgasbord” and the 
light, separate afternoon snack. 


In the latter field he has per- 
fected a repast that ia enjoyed 
thoroughly by friends who sit 
atop his penthouse terrace on hot 
afternoons, Here one does not 
get the usual toasted canapes, the 
rolled or daintily cut sandwiches, 
the bouchees filled with cheese 
or the patty shells bursting with 
curried crab. No, our friend's 
offering is fruit in various shapes 
and , served with a superb 
sance for tyme non and delicious 
glasses of perfectly brewed iced 
coffee. 

The fruit tidbits are served on 
a Jarge platter, sunk into a bed 
of-crushed ice prepared on a 
larger one. Each bit is speared 
with a toothpick for easier ‘eat- 
ing: and the sauce is presented 
in a separate, chilled bowl. 

There are wedges of fresh pine- 
apple; strawberries or other large 
berries in season with their caps 
on; rather thick slices of oranges, 
cut in halves; grapefruit seg- 
ments, cut in halves; cherries or 
grapes with stems; melon balls 
of.different kinds, and diagonally 
sliced pieces of bananas. All of 
the fruit should be well chilled 
before serving and should be 
sprinkled with lemon juice and 
finely chopped mint for added 
flavor. 
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THE SAUCE IS MADE by 
mashing three 3-ounce packages 
of cream cheese with a silver 
fork.and then working into this 
two teaspoons of soluble coffee 
and one-fourth cup of dark corn 
sirup. Beat well with the fork 
until smooth and creamy. Add a 
tablespoon of light cream and 
lastly stir in one-fourth cup of 
finely chopped pecan or walnut 
meats. Blend until velvety 
smooth, Chill and serve with the 
fruit. It is best to keep most of 
the sauce in the refrigerator, us- 
ing only a little at a time in the 
serving bowl, so replacements 
will be cold, which is a “must” in 
this instance. 

When making the iced coffee, 
my friend brews it double 
strength, and pours it hot, over 
ice cubes into a pitcher. When 
it is chilled, he turns it into a 
shaker with more cubes and a 
good dash of the richest cream he 
can find. (Once he used ice cream 
and that was good, too). Then he 
shakes it vigorously, as you would 
a cockta!fl, and pours the ambro- 
sial liquid into tall, chilled glasses. 
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FUDGE BLOCKS: Down Miss- 
issippi way they have a lot of 
odd. and yet delicious dishes. 
Among these least known, and 
mighty deserving of attention, are 
the Sweet Potato Fudge Blocks 
that are so good with coffee or 
afternoon tea—or even with fresh 
fruit as a dessert. Cream a quar- 
tér of a cup of fat with a quarter 
of a cup of sugar. Then add the 
beaten yolk of an egg, ore cup 
mashed cooked sweet potato and 
two tablespoons of melted choco- 
late. Stir in slowly a quarter of a 
cup of milk. 

‘Sift a cup of flour with four 
teaspoons powder, one 
teaspoon cinnamon, one-half tea- 
spoon cloves, a dash of nutmeg 
and a bit of salt. Mix all well 
with first ingredients. Then fold 
in the beaten egg white. Very 
lightly add one-fourth cup raisins 
and one-fourth cup nut meats. 
‘Then bake in greased pans, cut in 
squares and frost with any white 
or chocolate frosting. 
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‘COLD TROUT: There is no 
more delicate a dish or one that 
is more admired by your true epi- 
cure than a well-prepared cold 
trout. Allow one trout for each 
person and wash each fish well, 
after cleaning thoroughly. Skewer 
the tails of the trout into their 
mouths, to form a circle with the 
fish's body. Put them into a 
kettle or deep sauce pan. Mix to- 
gether about one and one-half 
pints of water, a tablespoon of 
wine vinegar, six peppercorns, 
salt, an herb bouquet and one- 
half lemon, Let all this boil to- 


gether for 15 minutes and then); 


strain. Add enough of the strained 
liquid to the trout to just cover 
them. Simmer very gently for 15 
minutes, keeping a lid on the 
kettle. 

When the fish is done, drain 
them well, set them to chill and 
serve them on lettuce leaves, gar- 
nished with parsley and lemon 
slices. Pass with them some 
green mayonnaise to which a few 
eapers and a little chopped cu- 
cumber have been added, 
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BAKED CELERY: Here is a 
Creole dish that is as unusual as 
it is diverting—baked celery with 
ripe olives. Boil ‘two cupfuls of 
cut-up celery in salted water until 
it is tender. Drain it carefully. 
Brown one-half cup of chopped 
onion in a little butter. Add two 
cups of tomato juice, one-half 
clove of garlic, salt, three-fourths 
cup of sliced ripe olives and one- 
half cup of grated cheese. Bring 
to a boil and cook for about five 
minutes. 

Mix three tablespoons of chili 
, powder with two tablespoons of 

/ cornstarch in a little cold water 
and add this to the hot mixture, 
stirring until it boils and thick- 
ens. Now put the celery into a 
baking dish and add the hot to- 
mato mixture. Pour buttered 


crumbs over the top and bake in 


a moderate oven until brown.
